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NOT ALL FOR DREYFUS 


SOME GERMANS THINK THAT HE 
WAS GUILTY. 


MAY HAVE DEALT WITH RUSSIA. 


This Is the Charge of One Newspaper 
and ar Official Says That There 
Is Authority for It. 


BHRLIN, Sept. 16.—Though the Govern- 
ment has taken pains to preserve its equi- 
lfbr.um. the result of the Dreyfus trial has 
tremendously shocked the German people, 
irrespective of creed and politics. The bit- 
ter insult tmplied by_the total disregird 
upon the rt of the Rennes court-martial 
of the official Reilchzanzeiger’s deciaration 
of Dreyfus’ innocence is deeply felt hvere. 
Owing to the pecul ar relatidns with France 
these sentiments have not found full vent 
in the press and the Government organs 
have even done their best to smother them. 
But in conservation the real feeling of the 
people, indignation and almost contempt, 
are universally and freely expressed. 

A smal minority, composed of anti-Sem- 
ites, Agrarians and Conservatives, approved 
the sentence. The Hamburger Nachrichten, 
formerly the late Prince B.smarck’s or- 
gan, aeserted repeatedly that the evidence 
against Dreyfus this time was no more 
than had previously been made pub.ic, and 
that Dreyfus had been convicted not for 
spying for Germany, but for Russia, citing 
a mass of alleged evidence in support of 
this assertion. When those were disput- 
ed and ridiculed by the bulk of the press 
the paper sad the Information wae de- 
rived from a eource excluding all doubt 
of its authenticity and correctness, and 
was corroborated by several competent per- 
sons. This view wis shirel by a number 
of prominent papers, including the Deu:- 
sche Tages Zeitung. the Staatsburger Zel- 
tung and others. 

The correspondent here of the Associated 
Press hase interviewed a prominent foreign 
offic al, who said: 

‘The Government was not surprised at 
the conviction of Dreyfus. The Reicasan- 
ze'ger publication was largely for the pur- 
pose of depriving the world of the cnante 
of saying Dreyfus had again been sentenced 
because Germeny kept silent. We post- 
poned the publication until the last mo- 
ment, as we suspected it might hurt rath- 
er than benefit the accueed. 

“Regarding the contents of the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten, we think it quite like- 
ly the paper is making the statements on 
good authority. Many well-informed per- 
sons believed Wreyfus had Russia and not 
Germany to deal with. 

‘Concerning the talk of boycotting the 
Paris Exposition, it is not Germany's part 
to put herself ir the foreground in such 
a movement. The official relations of 
France and ole sg have not suffered in 
the least through the sentence. There is 
no intention upon the part of the govern- 
ment to join in any directly unfriendly 
steps against France. The best proof that 
we do not mean to suspend preparations 
for the exposition is that the chief com- 
missioner, Herr Richter, has just started 
for Paris.” 

This reported connection of Dreyfus wit® 
Russ'a is alsv common talk in diplomatic 
circles nere, where it finds credence, It 
is also siated that evidence of this was 
procuced at the secret sessicn at Rennes, 
and M. Delcasse’s hurried visit to St. Pe- 
tersburg just before the court-martial its 
cited in support of this theory. 

On the yuestion of joining in a boycott, 
pubiic opinion is divided. The big ma- 
jority favor active participation in the ex- 
position, while a number of leading and 
influential papers, like the Vossische 
Zeitung, Frankfurter Zeitung and YTiuve- 
biatt, advocate abstention. It is reported 
that a few important firms and several 
commercial associations have declared their 
cetermination to abstain, but these, so far, 
are the exception and not the rule. The 
bulk of influential opinion seems to await 
the action of Germany’s principal com- 
petitors in the commerc.al race, especially 
(great Britain and the United States, mm | 
will be guided thereby.

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PRESIDENT DIAZ PLEASED BY 
THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


SERUM TESTS NOT A SUCCESS. 


Under the Oustomary Precautions, 
However, the Spread of Yellow 
Fever Has Been Narrowed. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 16.—President 
Diaz opened Congress to-night. His meés- 
sage was long, dealing with the varied pha- 
ses of the national administration’s activ- 
ity during the last half year. The Presi- 
dent said: 

“Our relations with foreign countries 
have experienced no alteratior. except in the 
favorable sense. An extradition treaty 
with the United States Is now in operation, 


extradition treaties with Itaiy have been 
negotiated and will be submitted to the 
congress, and a treaty of commerce and 
friendship with Holland has been made 
operative.”’ 

Alluding to the peace conference at The 
Hague, the President said: 

“As a consequence of our participation in 
the Peace Conference, Mexico, in union 
with the other powers, with the principal 
powers of Asia and with the United 
States of America, will be represented in 
this permanent court of international jus- 
tice. She will also be represented in the 
administrative council of the court, which 
is to be composed of ministers accredited 
at The Hague. For this purpose, our dip- 
lomatic representation in Hol.and will soon 
be re-established, for, having been ap- 
prised that Holiand will accredit to Mex- 
ico her plenipotentiary residing in W ash- 
ington, our legation in Belgium has been 
raised to the same rank, and has been 
made to include the Low Countries,

“The sanitation of the port of Vera Cruz, 
when it is once completed, w.ll doubtless 
tend directly to improve our healih con- 
ditions and will prevent in future sponta- 
neous development there of the terrible 
epidemic. The assistance of the Superior 
Board of Health having been confidently 
invited with a view to enabling the phy- 
sicilans sant by the United States Marine 
Hospital service for the purpose of experi- 
menting with the serum intended. to pre- 
vent and cure yellow fever, the board, w.th 
the approval of the Department of the 
Interior, and with the co-operation of the 
War Department, afforded every facility 
for conducting the investigation under the 
conditions prescribed by science, and to 
that end installed a fully equipped lab- 
oratory at Vera Cruz. Unfortunately, the 
observations made have not responded to 
the hopes which were entertained in re- 
gard to the beneficial effect of that treat- 
ment.”

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Not one, but several 
cases of forgery in which people belong- 
ing to the British aristocracy are impli- 
cated are engaging the attention of Eng- 
lish police authorities, 

Warrants have been issued for the arrest 
of a daughter of a British Ambassador 
representing his sovereign at a foreign 
court, and for the capture of at least three 
sons of peers of the realm. 

The habit of writing somebody else’s 
name has become prevalent among the up- 
per classes owing to the tnability of the 
old families to keep abreast of the pace 
set by the new rich: The very number 
of titled people exposed to charges of for- 
gery has apparently rendered this crime 
fashionable.

GERMAN MANEUVERS MARKED 
BY MANY ERRORS. 


EMPEROR’S CHARGE WAS SILLY. 


It Was a Fine Sight, but Authorities 
Agree in Real Warfare It Would 
Have Meant Disaster. 


BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The army maneuvers 
this year are regarded as a mediocre suc- 
cess, owing to several causes, chiefly un- 
favorable weather. During four days of 
sham warfare in South Germany it rained 
in torrents. For one entire day the opera- 
tions had to be suspended, as the Emperor 
modified the plan of campaign. The roads 
part of the time were impassable and the 
condition of the troops was indescribable, 
though most of them found shelter, and the 


commissariat acquitted himself excellently. 

The maneuvers ended earlier than ar- 
ranged because of the intended visit of the 
Czar to Potsdam Thursday, which was sub- 
sequently abandoned. Thus Emperor Wil- 
liam has his preparations for this impor- 
tant visit for nothing. Aside from these 
untoward circumstances other features 
aroused serious criticism of the military 
value of these big maneuvers, in which 
three army corps, numbersing 9,000 men, 
par pates. The troops marched well, the 
nfantry covering, in spite of the weather, 
be:ng often knee deep in mud, from @ to 
4) kNometers daily. But some of the com- 
manders made egregious blunders. Gen. 
Von Falkenhausen, commanding the Thir- 
teenth corps, got separated from the Four- 
teenth and the plan of campaign had to be 
licked into shape for the next morning. 

The Emperor’s dashing charge at the 
head of two cavalry divisicns ‘Vednesday 
was a fine sight. But ail the experts pres- 
ent agreed that such a chirs2 In actual war 
and under the same conditions would have 
lei to the complete annihilation of the 
whole cavalry. 

There was, nowever, the remarkable fact 
that the physical condition and rforale of 
the troops on both sides rema.ned in fine 
snape, in spite of the weather. Only a few 
cases of serious illness were reported. 

Experts assert that the new field artillery 
and automobiles were boch found :o be eas- 
ily transportable. Automobi'es hencefcrth 
will be regularly used in army transporta- 
tion. Some automobiles made during the 
night and over unknown and unfavorable 
roads from 8 to 70 miles without breaking 
down. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature cf 
the maneuvers was that the Fifteenth 
Corps, mainly recruited in Alsace, frater- 
nized sincereiy with the men of the Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth Corps, who were 
from other parts of the cmpo're.

The biograph picture of the Brooklyn 
bridge, showing at Hopkins Imperial The- 
ater now,-is the longest motion picture 
film ever taken. 

When the Mutascope Co.. decided to 
mount one of its machines upon a bridge 
car and take the entire East River bridge, 
from the Manhattan terminal to the Brook- 
lyn end, it gesulted in the preparation of a 
film more than 780 feet long. This film 
contains no fewer thay 5400 pictures. 

The time consumed <in running the film 
through the camera is over three minutes, 
the pictures having been taken at the rate 
of 32 a second. Starting down the incline 
from the New York end of the great sus- 
pens.on bridge, the car carried the muta- 
scope mechanism over the approach, into 
the trough-like runway, out into the vards 
and into the Brooklyn station. There was 
no special preparation made to get the 
crowds on the bridge, the mass of hurrying 
roo gg being only the everyday rush of 
ra C. 

The longest film previous to this one was 
taken in Paris, when the machine showed 
the inmates of a great hotel as they were 
rescued from fire by the Paris Pompier 
Corps.

He Has Fished, Hunted and Fiddled

SPRINGFIELD, Mo.. Sept. 18.—Down itn

Skinch Painter, who took a solemn vow 
hneariy 60 vears ago that he would never 
work. He declared the belief that the world 
ewes a living to everyone brought into It, 
and that labor is useless sin. This remark- 
ahce character ts 70 years old. In his own 
case, he has made positiye demonstration 
of his theory, for he has never toiled. Yet, 
he Itves in absolute contentment and has 
ihe natural happiness of the early day In- 
dians as pictured tn story books. He says 
he has never suffered from hunger, has 
never felt the need of money, and has never 
weakened in his determination to abstain 
from labor. H has literally fished, hunted 
and fiddled his way through the world 
Skinch Painter's home is primitive. His 
house—if it may be called a house—is a 
hole in the side of the mountain, made 
there by nature. The roof, one end and 
the two sides. are of solid rock. The open 
end—the ‘‘mouth,” Skinch calls it—looks 
out upon a deep gorge. Fallen trees cover 
the “mouth” with the exception of just 
enough space for the old mountainer to 
crawl through. A boulder removed from 
the top of this projecting cavern, makes 
a hole through which a stove pipe pro- 
trudes. Around the pipe a quantity of mud 
has been plastered. There is a solid rock 
floor, and a notable absence of the damp- 
ness usually encountered in such places. 
But Skinch is at home very littie. rhe 
greater part of his time ts rem in the 
mountains, where, with his old-fashioned 
rifle. this anti-labor apostie filis his larder 
with venison, wild hog, quail, turkey, squir- 
rel and other game. He is also an expert

ENGLISH AND BOERS. 


Events in South Africa seem to be hurrying towards a set- 
tlement by force of arms. | 

President Kruger, in his cabled letter to the Post-Dispatch, 
maintained that the suzerainty of Great Britain, granted by 
the convention cf 1881, was surrendered in 1884. He further 
complained thit Great Britain had refused all offers of arbi- 
tration and insists upon all sovereign rights with reference 
to the foreign affairs of the little Republic. 

Mr. Chamberlain, on the contrary, insists that suzerainty 
Was not surrendered in 1884, and that arbitration, while cor- 
rect in principle, is not applicable in the present state of the 
controversy. 

The real quarrel hinges on the question of sovereignty and 
the franchise. If it is acknowledged that the sovereignty of 
the Republic is limited the door is open for encroachment 
which will not cease until the country is absorbed and re- 
duced to the condition of a British colony. This is the Boers’ 
fear, which, it must be confessed, seems to be well founded. 

As to the franchise, it is pointed out that the English resi- 
dents in the Transvaal outnumber the Boers. With an un- 
restricted franchise and equality of representation would not 
the Queen’s subjects vote to incorporate the community into 
the British Empire? For it must be remembered that these 
voters are to remain British subjects while exercising 
all the rights and privileges of Transvaal citizens. 

There are undoubtedly points for dispute on both sides, but 
at the bottom of the whole controversy is British greed of 
gold und empire. This greed has forced the Boers from point 
to point until they are at. bay in defense of their independent 
existence. 

President Kruger stands on strong grounds: He is defend- 
ing the autonomy of the Boer Republic and appeals to the 
civilized world’s sense of fairness. He offers to submit the 
whole controversy to arbitration. With all of his skill in 
fence Mr. Chamberlain cannot evade this issue. The responsl- 
bility for war will rest upon Great Britain. 

“The management of corporations has been the biackest 
page in all our history,’’ says Bourke Cockran, in accounting 
for the feeling against those organizations.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16.—The long 
smouldering resentment of Roman Cath- 
olics throughout the United States at the 
alleged outraga2s upon Catholic Churches 
in the Philippines has been brought acute- 
ly to the attention of the President. The 
Rev. Dr. Willidn F. McGinnis, president 
of the Metropolitan Truth Scciety, has for- 
warded to the Presijent direct a strong 
protest, in which he proncuncedly contra- 
aicts Prof. Schurman, who says that no 
evidence of such abuses can be found or 
produced. This communication reached the 
executive mansiven to-day. 

The Metropolitan Truth Society was or- 
ganized two years azo, but now has 
branches all over the United States. Its 
object is to cvrrect misapprehensions of 
doctrine or to combat erroneous state- 
ments of alleged fact against the Cath- 
olic Church, its discipline or practice. For 
some time its members have been dili- 
gently gathering and clagsifying all evi- 
dence concerning the alleged desecrations 
and outrages upon the churches in the 
Philippines and the thefts of priestly vest- 
ments and sacred vessels, and their use in 
insulting and indecent ways. ‘They have 
now a great mass of data carefully ar- 
ranged and fully authenticated. 
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Sept. 9.—Reported that a great corporation 
is being formed to control all the trolley sys- 
tems in the world.

by using it as a field telegraph station, one 
of whom is furthermore represented as pos- 
ing for the photograph cigar in hand. 

“Direct evidence is supplied both by above 
‘mentioned photgraph and by the following 
extract from a letter written by Robert H. 
Knight, Company D, Twelfth United States 
Infantry, which is one of many received 
and which we believe is thoroughly re- 
liable: 

“*The worst of all is in the ruins of 
Guadelupe Church, tn the vaults where the 
dead are buried. Volunteers broke them 
open, pulled out the bodies, broke open the 
coffins and robbed the dead.

MAKE MONEY AT LAST. 


WILL DISCHARGE 3000 MEN. | 


Prices, of Course, Will Not Be Low- 
ered, Because the Combine Does 
Not See How to Do It. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 15,—Rival coal opera- 
tors and shippers are happy. They expect 
to “‘make ends meet’ after the combine , 
known as the Monongahela River Coal & | 
Coke Co., gets in operation, an event which ! 
is to take piace within the next two weeks. 
They have compla.ned for many years chat 
they have been in the business sole.y from 
philanthropic motives, as there were no 
profits under present conditions for several 
years—that they simply exchanged one qaol- 


| 


lar for another, and Kept their mines run- }' 


ning so that their employes could keep the 
wolf from the door and provide bread for 
their fam.lies. Some of g@.em made a lit- 
tie money, they admit, but it did not net 
them 6 per cent by a long shot, at ieast, ac- 
cording to the word of Capt. John Moren, 
the well known Water street operator. 
“It's a mighty good investment nowadays 
that pays 6 per cent,”’ sa:d he, “‘if coal men 
were making this they wou.d not combine, 
for the sole reason the combinatien Was 
made was ‘to reduce expenses, sntroduce 
some sensible, harmonious methods of hand- 
ling and selling our product, and tnus get a 
fair return on our investment. However, 
I will not tell you how much we expect to 
make, for that is unbusinesslike. At any 
rate, we will get 6 per cent.” t 
Capt. Addison Lysie of the Lysle Coal 
Company (now part of the trust), a vet- 
eran river coal operator, and one of the 
chief promoters of the combination, ex- 
plained in a general way how the new 
concern expects to reap some profit. Our 
operating expenses wiil be much lower, of 
course,” said he. “The new comb:ne in- 
cludes every river coal operator and ship- 
per between the upper Monongahela River 
and New Orleans. The value of the prop- 
erty is about $40,000,000. That is the capital 
of the company—$30,000,000 in stock and $10,- 
000,000 In bonds. Of course, we will dispenge 
with a whole army of bookkeepers, cierks, 
salesmen and other employes. One set of 
bookkeepers under the new conditions will 
do the work of ten under the old regime. 
The saving in salaries and expenses in 
salesmen alone will be immense. I suppose 
nearly 3000 people will be hunting new jobs 
as the result of the combine, but, of 


, 


course, that is a thing we cannot help. We 
must make a reasonable return on our 
money, and for the last few years we 
have not been doing this. We will avoid 
the ruinous, cut-throat competition § that 
worked such havoc when we were al] in- 
dependent. Of late years shippers have 
sent coal down to New Orleans and other 
down-river ports, where it would often lie 
for months, sometimes a year or more. It 
was shipped ahead of demand and there 
was no market for it. Of course, this was 
tremendously expensive, for a; tow of 
barges lying useless for a year eats up 
money. Besides, it is also a very risky 
business. Under the new combine we will 
ship just enough coal to supply the demand 
and get a reasonable price for it. Coal is 
pretty cheap now. No, I don’t believe the 
price will be lowered. It is as low as it 
should be In fact, I don’t know what wil! 
be done as to prices. The combine has 
not been completed. We will not choose 
officers until the 2ist of this month, then 
we can state definitely what will be done. : 
I don’t know whether prices will be raised 
or not. Anyway, it is premature to talk 
about our plans at present.’’ 

Capt. Lyale fur‘her explained that much 
saving would be brought about by curtsil- 
ing the number of tuwboats now on the 
rivers. It has been the custom to “iow” 
coal down the river in small quantities, a 
half or quarter “ tow,” or a similar ton- 
naze. If a company had some coal to taks 
out which was not enough to make a fu!! 
tow—1l14 or 16 coal boats or barges—they 
sent a tug with it anyway. Under the new 
regime only full tows will be taken out, 
Capt. Lysle says, and the expenses of keep- 
ing up extra towboats and crews besides 
fuel and other incidentals, wiil be eliminat- 
ed. When asked what would be done with 
the boats thus laid off, the operator said 
they could easily be sold on the Western 
rivers, where towboats are in eat de- 
mand. When the river coal combine goes 
‘nto effect this month it is highly proba- 
ble that some of the towboats around these 
“digg'n’s’’ will be sold out west cr 
chopped up for lumber or kindling. |

MATTER TO GO TO CONGRESS. 


If the Nation Accepts the Gift, Many 
Stand Ready to Supply Funds 
for the Home. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 16.—As the 
Franco-Prussian war was necessary for the 
union of the States of Germany, so in the 
op-nion of one loyal citizen of the United 
States the Spanish-American war has 
Crawn the North and South more firmly to- 
gether. Mr. Phares Beil, one of Florida's 
prominent men, is deeply interested in the 
building of a soldier’s home, which shall 
be for Union as well as Confederate yet- 


crans. 

To this end Mr. Bell offers to donate 3% 
acres of land in Sumter County and suffi- 
client stone for all of the buildings. He 
has persuaded the commise.oners of Sum- 
ter County to give 80 acres in addition, 
and has enlisted the interest of Florida's 
Congressmen in the project, which will in- 
sure the matter being brought to a con- 
clusion during the next session, 

This is by no means a new idea with 
Mr. Bell. He has brought the eubject to 
the notice’ of many Northerners as well 
as Southerners, and holds promises of a 
number of handsome subscriptions payab.e

In speaking of hig long-cherished pian 
yesterday, Mr Bell said: 

‘TT am an old soidier myeelf and fought in 
the Union Army. Since the war I have 
prospered and own a good deal of property 
in Sumter County. 

“Il want to show my love for the s0l- 
d:ers and comrades by whose side I fought, 
by giving this tract of land, ecanng my 
orange grove, for a so.diers’ home. ince 
the Spanish-American war has removed all 
remaining lines of division between the 
North and the South; since they have vied 
with one another in the.r devotion to the 
stars and stripes, I have decided that this 
home shall be open to both Union and Con- 
federate veterans, in recognition of a unit- 
ed country and a peop.e knit together in 
the bonds of a common interest and under 
one flag. 

“In this I have no personal or polit:cal 
interest. I wish to leave to the country for 
which I fought and to which my life has 
been devoted something for her brave sons 
who sacrificed prospects and a and 
who risked their lives on the field of bat- 
tle. 
“As a matter of fact, it probably would 
be mure to my advantage to have such an 
institution five miles away rather than ad- 
juining my orange grove, whose product.vé 
capacity will doubtless be much reduced 
by the demands of the inmates. However, 
on this point I am willing to take the 
chances.” 

Mr. Bell will bring the subject before the 
local organization of veterans and ask that 
a coinmittee be appointed to visit and in- 
epect the land he purposes to donate, The 
report of this comm.ttee will be used in 
promoting the project in Congress. 

Mr. Bell’s generous plans all old sol- 
diers hope will succeed. Should it be car- 
ried to completion it will be the firac insti- 
tution of the kind in the country in which 
no d stinction is made upon the lines which 
divided the naticn 35 years ago.

SOLD TO WHITNEY SYNDICATE, 


MOST REMARKABLE DEPOSIT IW 
THE WORLD. 


The Cubes of Ore Lie Like Tiled Floors 
in a Bed Three Miles Long 
and Five Hundred 
Feet Wide. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOHNS, Nefoundland, Sept. 16—One 
of the most remarkable tron mines in the 
wor.d has been purchased recently by the 
Whitney Syndicate for $1,000,000. Thig is the 
Hematite Iron Deposit of Bell Island, New- 
foundland, where the syndicate is estab- 
lishing a great emelting enterprise. 

The bed, or quarry, contains 28,000,000 tons 
of ore, underlying a surface deposit of 
two feet of soil. When this has been 
uncovered @ vast terrace of the metal, 
00 feet wide and 3 miles long will be ex- 
posed, It is the natural formation of the 
ore, however, which is most remarkable. 
It is in the form of cubes, a few inches 
in dimensions. These cubes lie in perfectly 
regular, horizontal order, like a tiled floor. 
The line of juncture is as clearly marked 
as the cement in a laid floor or wall. The 
appearance euggests the work ef a skilled 
mecnognic. The lateral view shows the 


8 regular order of tier upon tier deep 
into the earth. 

Two mues distance from the mine’ is a 
sheltered cove, where a pier has been con- 
structed. At the end of this pier the water 
is 234 feet deep. The cove ig a structure of 
southern pine, 60 feet square anf 90 feet 
high. It contains 10 *kets, each with a 
Capacity of 200 tons of ore. The outlet is a 
moveable chute, which leads directiy to 
the ship’s hold. The ore is conveyed io the 
cove by @ tramway, worked by an endless 
cable. The 10 pockete can be emptied in 
two hours. On the shore behind Is a reser- 
voir with a capacity of 10,000 tons. This is 
connected with the pier by a series of au- 
tomatic hoppers, which dump directly into 
the ship’s ho.d. The output of the mine is 
200 tone a day, and a ship of that capacity 
is usuaily loaded daily. But all records 
were broken last week when 6300 tons were 
loaded into the steamer Claudius in seven 
and one-half hours. 

Machinery and mechanical devices have 
so minimized labor that the cost of mining 
and loading the ore is only 2 cents per 
ton. The cost of transporting it to Sydney, 
‘the site of the proposed smelt! works is 
2% cents more. his, at the market prices, 
secures a profit of at least $1 a ton. The 
patna output for this year is 300,000 
one 

Next year the syndicate proposes to in- 
crease the output to 1,200, tons, and the 
present working force of 500 men to . 
A new plier of similar capacity to the one 
now in use will be bullt and another sec- 
tion of the ore will be uncovered to feed it.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Referring to a Hall- 
fax dispatch regarding the strengthenins 
of the Esquimalt garrison, the Globe says 
itis gratifying that Esquimalt is beginning 
to receive the appreciation as a strategical 
position to which it is entitled, as “‘one of 
those imperial points of vantage which 
have suffered from systematic neglect.”’ 

The eere eays that a couple of years 
ago a J@.'tish engineer officer was sent to 
Esquima.t to invest.gate the place and 
that he saw the futility of Ai ag beg oom 
the fortifications unless manned by thor- 
oughly efficient troops. 

‘The Canadian militia,” says the Globe,

IT WILL PROBABLY NEVER BE 
HELD AGAIN. 


DWYER STATION TOO REMOTE. 


Only the Extension o? the Clayton and 
. Forest Park Railroad Can Re- 
vive the Project. 


There vill probably not be another 8t. 
Louis County Fair. 

F. Ww. Rauchenstein, president of the St. 
Louis County Agricultural and Mechanical 
Seciety, stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Saturday that, judging from present indi- 
cations, the fair that has just ended marks 
the conclusion of the annual event, which 
at one time was a pride to the county. He 
stated that the attendarce at the last 
fair was not what had been expected and 
that there were many other disparaging 
circumstances militating against a repeti- 
tion of the county exhibition. 

The St. Louls County Fair is given under 
the auspices of the County Agricultural 
and Mechanical Society. It has been held 
annually for the past 18 years. Of late 
years there has been a marked falling off 
in the attendance and the association be- 
came involved in debt. So great were the 
incumbrances that at the last fair held at 
Dwyer Station the association was unable 
to award any premiums and ealled on mer- 
chants and other business men for special 
prizes. There was a liberal response, but 
the inducement was not sufficient to en- 
courage any great amount of competition. 

President Rauchenstein said Saturday 
that the last fair had succeeded in defray- 
ing the expenses, but the returns had fallen 
short of expectations. He says the ques- 
tion whether the next fair is held depends 
almost entirely on the Lindell Railway Co. 
If the company will extend its Clayton and 
Forest Park lines to Dwyer Station the 
probabilities are the association will make a 
renewed effort to continue the county fair 
as a permanent annual event. If the exten- 
sion is not made it is almost certain the 
enterprise will be entirely abandoned. The 
Lindell road promised to have its Clayton 
and Forest Park line extended to the 
fair grounds by the time for the opening of 
the last fair, but the promise was not ful- 
filled and there are many who Delieve the 
road does not intend to build the line any 
further. 

The present means of reaching the fair 
grounds are arduous. After making sev- 
eral changes of street cars it is necessary 
to ride about a mile in a hack over a 
rough rock road.

THEIR VOYAGE WAS ABANDONED 


Though They Beat Back the Natives 
They Concluded That the Search 
for Skins Was Too Dangerous. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16\—The little 
two-masted schooner Kate and Ann is 
back from a hunting trip ange the isl- 
ands of the North Pacific, which almost 
ended the career of the tiny craft and her 
gallant crew. After three monthe vainly 
epent in pursuit of sea otter the Kate and 
Amn anchored one afternoon in a small 
bay off the Alaskan coast, almost at the 
foot of Mount St. Pilas. 

Before the anchor had fairly reached the 
bottom a canoe-load of Indians put off 
from the shore. The crew of the schooner, 
anticipating no treachery, allowed the ca- 
noe to come alongside. As the skiff 
touched the schooner’s side one of the In- 
dians, throwing aside a blanket/in the bot- 
tom of the boat, disclosed a mumber of 
rifles and two revolvers for each of the 
four redsKins in the boat. Catching up 
their firearms the Indians clambered over 
the schooner’s side before the white men 
realized what was happening. 

While his companions covered the crew 
on deck with their revolvers the leader of 


the party, who proved to be the chief of 
the tribe, marched up to Capt, Anderson 
of the Kate and Ann and said, speaking 
fairly good English: 

“This Indians’ country. White man no 
hunt here. White man come, Indian kill 
p= ae, man take boat; go way. 

uick. 

Capt. Anderson fs an old seal hunter and 
has faced death too often to be ntimi- 
dated by any Indian chief. But he and his 
men were in a bad situation.| All their 
firearms were below deck and the Indians 
seemed to hold the winning hand. 

“All right,” said Capt. Anderson, ‘‘We'll 
go away; but wait; I'll give the Indian 
chief a present,”’

CONTRACTS FOR MILLIONS. 


DELEGATION OF MEXICANS NOW 
IN NEW YORK. 


They Are Making Terms With Syndi- 
cates to Pave Streets; Talk With 
Governor Canton on the 

| Maya Indians. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A delegation of 
Mexicans, headed by Senor Francisco Can- 
ton, Governor of the Province of Yucatan, 
Mexico, is in the city to negotiate several 
contracts connected with various Mexican 
enterprises. 

It has been decided, among other things, 
to revolutionize the paving and drainage 
of the city of Merida, capital of Yucatan. 
Four companies have made bids for the 
paving—two American, one English and one 
French. The amount involved in these con- 
tracts is $2,600,000. 


Senor Rudolfo Canton, brother of the 


Governor and President of the Bank of Yu- | 


catan, who is with the party, is here with 
the intention of making contracts to build 
@nd equip the Southeastern Railway of Yu- 


catan. 
Gov. Francisco Canton has already made

This tribe of Mayas has been a thorn in 
the side of Mexico for half a century. No 
former Mexican government has been abie 
to subdue them, and they have triumphant- 
ly held their ground against all comers. 

hey have a civilization of their own, older 
than that of the Mexicans, and they ad- 
here to it with Chinese jealousy of inno- 
Vation, except in one articular. They 
know the efficacy of modern firearms and 
they know how to use them. They former- 
ly got their rifles and ammunition from 
Balize, in British Honduras. 

Since the Mexican treaty with Great 
Britain five years ago, however, this source 
of supply has been cut off. The principal 
town held by the Indians is Chan Santa 
Cruz, 

President Diaz of Mexico has offered them 
every reasonable concession, but they pre- 
fer either to remain independent or dje. 
Gov. Canton is himself an old Indian fignt- 
er, “but in this instance the land exped:tion 
of about 5000 men is to be under the com- 
mand of Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, in whom 
President Diaz has had great confidence 
ever since he put down the insurrection of 
the Yaquis. n addition to this land ex- 
pedition, the Mayas will be attacked from 
the sea by a mosquito fleet of 4 gunboats, 
which were built at New Orleans, and are 
equipped with every modern device and 
armed with a high quality of guns. So 
formidable are the Mayas that Gov. Can- 
ton thinks it may be six months before 
they are subdued. The Governor will make 
purchases of war munitions during his 
stay in this country. Among the other

HER FATHER A_ MINISTER. 


BUTLER, ILL., EXCITED OVER 
HER DISAPPEARANCE. 


By the Aid of a Young Man She 
Reached Springfield, Ill., Where 
All Trace of Her Has 
Been Lost. 


The disappearance of pretty Elsie Hill of 
Butler, Ill, promises to develop into a nine 
days’ wonder, in which the residents of 
Montgomery County evince deeper interest 
as the days pass by. 


No trace of her whereabouts has vet been 
found. The girl's father, a preacher well 
known throughout the county, is using the 
power of money and the speed of railroads 
to locate her, but so far ‘is efforts have 
been without reward. | 

The girl’s mother is at her home in Butler 
in a state of nervous prostration. 

Nobody in Butler was better liked than 
Miss Hill. She is a beauty of the petite 
blonde type, with golden hair and blue 
eyes, small of stature and ‘n weight not 
above 100 pounds. 

She was noted in the town as a pianist 
and had theatrical aspirations. Still no one 
ever dreamed her ambition was strong 
enough to tempt her from her father's 
roof, 

There was consternation in the town 
Wednesday night, when it was learned that 
the most talented young woman within its 
borders had disappeared. Miss Elsie did not 
appear at the supper table. When the 4 
per was finished the g.ri’s father and mot 
er, thinking she was ill, went to her room 
on the second floor of the pfetty frame cot- 
tase, 

‘The room was empty. Every little trinket 
that had beautified the girl’s apartment had 
been stripped from the walls. Of her cloth- 
ing only an old and well worn house wrap- 
per remained. 

The news of the girl's disappearance 
spread like wild fire in the quiet little town. 
As daughter of Rev. - Hill, pastor 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Miss 
Hill was known to everyone in Butler. Her 
father was respected as a minister and she 
was looked up to not only because of her 
social position but for her musical talent, 
which was remarkable. 

Though only 17 years old she was a fin- 
ished pianist, so far above the average 
that she was sought after as a musical en- 
tei tainer. 

The girl's mother ts a straight-laced 

Methodist of the old school. Her neighbors 
say she tried to repress the girl’s natural 
buoyancy of spirit and would not permit 
her to attend dances or similar functions.

INVENTED BY ELISHA SEYMOUR. 


HE IS A NATIVE OF NEW YORK 
AND 75 YEARS OLD. 


Direct Impact of Steam Upon the Mo- 
tor Agency Is Expected to Revo- 
lutionize Old Methods of 
Locomotion. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—Elisha Seymour, 175 
years of age, after working unfalteringly 
on the problem for neariy 10 years, has 
achieved the triumph of his life and a vic- 
tory in the inventive world ag well by the 
discovery of a new rotary engine that is 
expected to revolutionize the application of 
steam power to instruments of locomotion. 

Mr. Seymour made a very successful test 
of his engine the early part of last week 
in the présence of a curious and highly in- 
terested throng of Chicago business men 
and steamboat and railway engineers. He 
easily demonstrated how he had been able 
to solve the problem of utilizing all the 
expansive force of steam. The party was 
On board of the steam launch  Zizara, 
which was driven by the mechanism in- 
vented and built by the aged inventor. 
The little craft was propelled at the rate 
of 15 miles an hour out on the lake, and 
wouid have made better time, it is claimed, 
had not the bolier been faulty. 

It is Mr. Seymour's intention to construct 
a pact built entirely on speed lines which 
will be equipped with an engine with power 
enough to drive it througn the water at 
the rate of 3 miles an hour. Secretary of 
the Navy Long, prominent engineers and 
naval officers will be ingited to witness a 
run. The inventor hopes to prove to the 
world that his machine is far superior to 
the turbine now used in the construction 
of the English torpedo boats. 

“This engine will mark a revolution in 
mechanics unrivaled since the advent of 
the steam engine,’’ said a prominent en- 
gineer after the trial. Marvel after marvel 
was revealed to them, and after the dem- 
onstration each of the witnesses declared‘ 
that what they had seen left no doubt in 
their minds that the turbine engine as in- 
vented by Mr. Seymour was destined to 
revolutionize the industries of the world. 

In order to unders™ind precisely what 
the Seymour steam turbine represents in 
the advance of steam engine construction, 
it should be understood that it is in effect 
a rotary engine, and furthermore a rotary 
engine is what inventors for half a century 
have been striving. The latter indeed has 
been more or less the ignis fatuus of me- 
chanical engineering. The thing aimed at 
in a nutshell has been to produce an engine 
in which the impact of the steam shouid 
be directly upon the motor agency itself 
instead of, as present, communicating the 
force derived from the steam to the lat- 
ter by the means of a driving rod.

PRICES PLUNGED DOWNWARD. 


New York Rapid Transit Securities 
Were the Especial Mark for the 
Gleeful Bears.

NEW YORK, Sept. 146.—The appearance 
of the bank statement effectually dispersed 
all the encouraging illusions that specula- 
tive holders of securities have been indulg- 
ing for several days past and threw tne 
market into demoralization. Prices were 
offered down by plunges. 

The local traction stocks were a speciai 
mark, seemingly, on the theory that they 
had not responded adequately in sympathy 
with Brooklyn Transit. Metropolitan Street 


Railway slumped an extreme 14% points 
and Manhattan 6. 
Brookiyn Transit

The volume of liquidation indicat- 
ed clearly enough that many were un- 
able to get accommodations even at the 
higher level. The bears sold so industrious- 
ly that their demand to cover short con- 
tracts worked a sharp rally on Wednes- 
day, when the banke ceased to cat] in loans 
and the pressure of forced liquidation was 
relaxed. But when the demand from the 
shorts was satisfied the market fell back 
again. The reactionary tendency was em- 
phas'zed by the refusal of the St. Paul di- 
rectors to extend the disbursement of the 
large surplus earnings of the year beyond 
their regular dividend rate. 

The cecision was calculated to have the 
more effect on railroad stocks since many 
stocks have been lifted on speculative buy- 
ing based on expectat'on of increased div- 
idends. Few of these stocks can show as 
large a surplus of current earnings as St. 
Paul, and many are in far more urgent 
need of expeditures on structure and equlp- 
ment in order to increase the operating ef- 
ficiency. The annual report of nearly ev- 
ery important railroad contains the same 
story of diminishing rates for transporta- 
tion. 


SAVED BY SATURDAY 


OR THE WEEK ON ’CHANGE 
WOULD HAVE BEEN DULL. 


With the exception of Saturday, last week 
was one of exceeding duliness on the 8st 
Louis Stock bexchange, and the trangac- 
tions were.not great enough to be coon- 
sidered in making a genuine market. Yes- 
terday things warmed up toa really live- 
ly point, and that saved the week, 

Monday started off with interest cen- 
tered in Suburbans and Missouri-Edisons, 
and much “alk of consolidation of the lJat- 
ter with the Laclede.

Missouri-Edigon, Suburbans 
and Lincoln Trust were the particular ob- 
ject of their abuse, and they were pound- 
ed. Sales were insignificant. 

Then, on Thureday, there was a sort of 
revival. Granite-Bimetallic had some good 
shipments, and there was a demand for 
that stock that sent it up, and added gome 
to the interest of the trading. That was 
the only feature, as other securiies were 
lower. 

The demand for minting stocks kept up, 
and even spread on Friday, and though the 
sales were few, the activitiy was reassur- 
ing. Brokers took more heart in the pro- 
ceedings, and there was a better tone to 
things all around, that argued well for 
a good day Saturday. 
his prediction was verified, as Saturday 
was the beet that the exchange has had 
for weeks. The bids were made with a 
anap, and the return sales were quick and 
sharp. Browns held the attention of the 
floor, and they were in demand. The Brown 
brokers were evidently trying to buy, but 
at their own figures, as they would not 
pay more than 189%, and not that when 
they could help it.

DR. LIPPMAN FOUND A RARE 
WORK OF ART. 


VALUE ESTIMATED AT $2000. 


Solitary Miner in the Wilds of Colo. 
rado Had the Picture Given Him 
by a Young Englishman. 


Dr. C. Lippman went bear hunting and 
brought back an oil painting. 

The capture is possibly the most remark- 
; able ever made in the wilds of Colorado. 
The picture, Which the doctor would not 


| part with for any price, was found in a 
'miner’s hut in the most desolate part of 
the Rockies, hundreds of miles from clv- 
‘fligation. It is more than #0 years old 
and its actual value is estimated at $20v). 
The doctor, however, says that he would 
not take $10,000 for it and does not care to 
sell it for any amount. It was given to 
him by the aged occupant of the miner's 
hut where he camped during a night. \ 
The painting, which shas a remarkable} 
history, is a relic of the art of centuries 
ast, and its like could possibly not be 
ound anywhere in all America. Although 
the wooden back and frame are decayed 
with age, the painting is in a erfect state 
of preservation and is beautiful to look up- 
on. Its title is ‘The Visitation,” and it is 
a masterpiece of the Artist Sebastian de 
Piiembo, who died more than 400 years ago. 
Dr. Lippman, who has offices in the Cen- 
tury Building in St. Louis, has just re- 
turned from an extended hunting expedition 
in Colorado. He, with his party, explored 
' regions :n the Rocky Mountains wnere they 
| supposed human feet had never trod before. 
The doctor in searching for big game 
strayed far away from camp and was over- 
taken by the darkness of night. He was 
riding horseback and armed with a trusty 
rifle. The. night looked stormy and he 
' was not sure of his way. Far up among 
/the crags of the mountains he espied a 
light. e sought it in the hope of findin 
shelter from the threatening storm an 
food for his tired horse.

The hut was a one-room frame structure, 
securely tucked away in the rocky cliffs 
The miner was its sole occupant. The only 
thing of ornament that adorned the interior 
of the cabin was a solitary oil paiuting, 
Gingy with age, that hung from the wall 
by a wire. Dr. Lippman is an admirer and 
a capabie judge of art and he was at once 
attracted by the pecnting. The m iner 
seemed to attach little importance to it. 
The doctor expreased his admiration for the 
picture and the miner told him its history, 
which caused Lippman to become all the 
more interested in the strange work cf art.

The picture belonged to the com- 
panion, It had been given to him by his 
father, who had died, and the son carried 
it with him wherever he went, in reverence 
for hia sire. Upon the death of the fa- 
ther the gon started out on an adventur- 
ous career, 

The miner and the young Engiishman 
met in Colorado and in a prospecting ad- 
venture they took up their abode in the 
hut yet occupied by the former. he pic- 
ture was hung on the wall, where it re- 
mained until given to Dr. Lippman a few 


“are ago. 

he nglishman died shortly after they 
had begun living in the hut and his body 
was buried in the side of the mountain, 
a few feet away. The owner of the pic- 
ture before his death had told the miner 
that it was given to hs father by the 
famous Pnglieh artist, Turner, an tntimate 
friend of the family. The name of Sebas- 
tian de Pliembo, who painted the picture, 
is eigned to it. The painting had Coon in 
the possession of var.ous English families 
after the death of Piiembo, which occurred 
more than four centuries ago. 

The doctor was compelled to carry the 
picture on horseback until he reached the 
nearest railroad, which required six days. 
He says he was nearly worn out by the 
ordeal, but he wae determined to not part 
with the picture, if he never reached ihe 
railroad. 

The painting, exclusive of the frame, ts 
14x20 Inches in dimensions. It is an arched 
top panel and is painted on a pecullar me-

@ trusted employe, has offered a reward 
of $100 for the capture of the assailant. Al- 
though a posse has been scouring the woods 
in the vieinity of Florissant for more than 
@ week past and the officers of St. Louis 
County have maintained a vigorous search, 
so far no trace of Devergee has been ob- 


tained. This written description of the 
fugitive has been given out: 

“Jack Devergee ie a Swiss, 2% years of 
age, 5 feet 6 inches in height, welghs about 
l@#@ pounds, has light sandy hair, a pug 
nose and tomato-stained hands; he wore a 
brown fedora hat, gray trousers and 
heavy brogan shoes. When he left Floris- 
sant he carried a bun@le of clothes 
wrapped in blue cloth and wore a black 
jersey jacket."’ 

Devergee was a man of excellent address 
and was well educated. He conversed fiu- 
ently In three tongues—E:nglish,French and 
German, His voice was soft in tone and 
decidedly effeminate 

The assault upon Mrs. Benoist is de- 
scribed as being one of the most outrageous 
occurrences ever known in St. Louis Coun- 
ty. She was young and handsome and, like 
her husband, placed inplicit confidence in 
Devergee, who had been about the place 
for some time and was attentive to his 
duty. The Benoist home is located on the 
Brown between Florissant and 
Bridgeton. here are no near neighbors 
that might have been attracted by 
woman's screams. Mr. 
had 
went to St. Louls one evening and left the 
place in charge of Devergee, whom he in- 
structed to protect his wife from harm. 
Mrs. Benoist claims that Devergee forced 
himself into her room at 9 o’clock in the 
evening after making most insulting 
roposals to her, proceeded to accomplish 
is purpose by brute force. He threat- 
ened to kill her if she made an outcry. 
When Mr. Benoist returned he found his 
wife almost collapsed from the nervous 
etrain and the awful struggle. She told 
him of the outrage, and he at once went 
out for assistance to search for the de 
spoller of his home. The farmers al] about 
formed themse!ves tnto a body, and, armed 
with ropes and weapons, they began a 
search that has continued night and day 
ever since. 

At first the officers were not notified, as 
the mob hoped to find the man and deal out 
to him the kind of speedy justice they 
thought befitted the crime. Finding their 
efforta in vain the authorities at Clayton 
were notified and Constable Osborne was 
detailed to effect the capture.

‘I stepped to the cabin and fetched it with 
me to where he stood... The instant he saw 
it he prostrated himself on the deck, bump- 
ing his forehead and prostrating himself 
again and again, 
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really quite creepy. It was one moonlight 
night, and such moonlight; the water and 
shore aglow with a light IMke burnished sil- 
ver, save where the hills cast Ink-black 
shadows. We were on deck when we heard 
inshore a rhythmic splash of many paddles. 

‘Soon we made out a line of black canoes 
stealing like shadows across the bDriillant 
water, and in perfect line and interval, 
like so many warships. In each canoe were 
i) men, padding as if worked by one ma- 
chine. 

‘They ewung swiftly and  stealthily 
around a point of land, bound, as we 
learned, for another part of the !sland on 
a head-hunting expedition. They are 
called head-hunters because they preserve 
the heads of those they have killed in bat- 
tle and eaten. 

“I have stood itn a ‘taboo’ house whose 
walls and cellings were lined with skulls, 
each cleft or crushed by a war hatchet or 
club. 
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“Yes, we saw some head-hunters, It was

HE coming reception to Admiral Dew- 

I} ey by the people of New York will 

far exceed In scale and splendor the 

finest In the long list of public celebrations 
in the recent history of the city. 

It may well serve as a reminder that 
from its earliest days New York has been 
conspicuous for its readiness to recognize 
the heroic deeds of the country’s great 
men and to celebrate the great events of 
history. 

New York began its goodly custom of cel- 
ebrating with its entrance into the union. 
Its first great public celebration was held 
lll years ago, July 26, 1788. in honor of the 
adoption of the Corstitution, and {ft is char- 
acteristic of that spirit which still marks 
the city that it held the celebration a day 
or two before the Constitution had beet 
ratified by the convention at Poughkeep- 
sie. 

It was just when the result of the con- 
vention was doubtful and when the fate 
of the Union hung trembling in the bal- 
ance that. patriotic New York determined 
to wake up the slow-going convention by 
Kiving it a touch of the city’s patriotism, 
and it did it. New York in 1788 got up a cel- 
ness, hundred 
years. 


A FEDERAL SHIP AND FORT. 

Two of the features of the occasion were 
the Federal fortress erected on Bowling 
Green and the Federa] ship named after 
Hamilton, equipped as a 32-gun frigate and 
manned with a crey of § sailors. 

The procession, which was a mile and a 
half in iength, and in which 5000 stalwart 
citizens took part, moved from the Bat- 
tery up toward Broadway in 10 divisions. 
F&oh livision, appropriately distinguished 
and decorated with elaborate emblems of 
the trades and callings represen.ed in It.

The mere list fills many pages of Mrs. 
Lamb's admirable history, 

The Federal ship headed the seventh dl- 
vision, and when it drew up before the 
ederai fort on Bowling Green, the Presi- 
dent and Congress were seen standing on 
the fort, when the good ship came to, and 
fired the Federal salute of 13 guns, amid 
hearty cheering. 

Having thus celebrated a great event, 
New York next year proceeded to honor 
a great hero. 


THE LANDING OF WASHINGTON. 

On the 138th of April, 1789, George Wash- 
ington having been elected first President 
of the United States, arrived at Elizabeth- 
port on his way to New York. There a 
committee from the new capital was wait- 
ing to meet him, consisting of a de.egation 
from Congress, representatives of the Fed- 
eral Government, the Mayor and Recorder 
and a host of dignitaries. 

He was rowed up to the city by way of 
the Kills tn a barge manned by 13 ship- 
masters, and at the entrance to the harbor 
everything afloat then tn the port fel] In 
the wake of the barge and followed it up 
to Murray's wharf, where he was received 
by Gov. Clinton, at the head of the militia 
and escorted with difficulty through the 
dense crowd which cheered him on his 


way. 
THE FIRST CENTENNIAL. 


Having thus ce.ebrated a great national 
event and a great nationa) hero, New 
York next turned its attention to establish 
the custom of celebrating centennials, The

two hundredth anniversary of the founding 
of the city was made the occasion of a 
celebration under the auspices of the His- 
torical Society on Sept. 4, 1809. The Gov- 
ernor, the Mayor, the Corporation and a 
briillant erray of invited guests were re- 
galed in the City Hall with an address, and 
then adjourned to the famous City Hotel, 
on Broadway, where an old-time banquet 
was served and 3% toasts and sentiments 
were religiously drunk. 

THE DECATUR CELEBRATION. 

When New York was 208 years old and the 
Constitution was 34 years old and the war 
of 1812 wus on, the growing city had a 
chance to snow what it thought of a naval 
hero. On Aug. 19, 1812, Commodore Isaac 
Hull, In command of the Constitution, had 
captured the British frigate Guerrilere; on 
Oct. 18 Commodore Jones of the Wasp had 
captured -he stronger British war vessel, 
the Frolic, and on Oct. 2 the gallant De- 
catur, with the United States, met and cap- 
tured the Macedonian. New York went 
wild over these victories, and when Decatur 
brought his ship and prize into the harbor 
the patriotic enthusiasm of the city rose 
to a high pitch of excitement not matched 
until to-day. Some of the features of the 
celebration might well be imitated now, as, 
for the decorations at the City 
Hote] dinner, which are described as fol- 
lows by Mrs. Lamb in her history of New 
York: 

“The banqueting hall had the effect of 
a great marine palace, The genius and 
taste, as well ase the money of New York, 
had been lavishly expended upon its adorn- 
ment. It was colonnaded around with masts 
of ships, entwined with laurels and bearing 
the flags of all the world. In front of the 
raised table of honor appeared in the midst 
of a grassy area a real .ake of wter, upon 
which floated a miniature frigate, and back 
of all mung the mainsail of a ship 3 by 16 
feet. At the moment of the utterance of 
the third toast, “Our Navy,” this great 
mains@i] was furled, revealing an immense 
transparent painting representing the three 
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naval battles in which Hull, Decatur and 
Jones had been respectively engaged. 

Equa) honor was shown to the crew of 
the United States, who were banqueted in 
the City Hotel, and then entertained at 
the Park Theater at a special performance 
in their honcr. 

THE VISIT OF LAFAYETTE. 

When it was known in the summer of 
1824 that the venerable and beloved revo- 
lutionary hero, Lafayette, the friend of 
Washington, the gallant representative of 
the chivalry and sympathy of France in 
our struggle for independence, was to make 
a visit after 40 years’ absence, to the coun- 
try which had adopted him, New York, 
after its now invariable fashion, prepared 
to greet him worthily. His reception was 
wholly @ surprise to him. 

On the arrival of his vesse?, the Cadmus, 
at the Narrows, it was boarded by a mes- 
senger whose secret message brought it to 
anchor off Staten Island. While the pas- 
sengers were wondering what might be 
the cause of the delay a naval parade was 
seen approaching—the side-wheel steamer 
had them come into existence—with flags 
fiying. and a committee of the Mayor, of- 
ficials and prominent citizens visited the 
Cadmus to notify the illustrious passenger 
that he was the guest of the nation and, as 
it was Sunday. he was to rest that night 
at the mansion ef the Vice-President of 
the United States, Daniel] D. Tompkins, on 
Staten Island. Monday morning ushered 
in the five days of holiday, of feasting, of 
rejoicing, of receptions and enteftainments 
and bestowal of honors upon th@ old hero. 
Business was suspended in the city, traffic 
was ordered off the streets, the bells were 
set to ringing, the bunting was*thung out 
and on the fair August day the whole city 
was in the streets. r 

The naval parade which went down to 
serve as an escort ts described as by far 
the finest display that the country had ever 
seen. The President had given orders that 
Lafayette was to be received with the full 
honers of the highest army rank, and amid

OF THE AZTECS, 


Discovered in Santa Catalina. 
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King

Another of the records upon goat skin 
shows, among other groups, Emperor Moc- 
tezuma II. observing the great comet of 
1516 from the tep of his palace. His chiefs, 
priests and astrologers, terror-stricken, are 
kneeling about him imploring aid and pro- 
tection. Moctezuma calls upon his wise 
men to explain to him this unusual sign. 
Because they are not able to give a satis- 
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WHERE WAS cet atte 
HE Aztecs came according to 
a native tradition, from a 
country to which they gave 
the name of Azilan, usually sup- 
posed to lie towards the northwest, 
but the satisfactory localization of 
it is one of the greatest difficulties 
in American history. The date of 
the exodus from Azt’an is equaliy 
undetermined, being fixed by some 
authorities in the eleventh and by 
others in the twelfth century. One 
Mexican manuscript gives a date 
equivalent to 1164 A. D.—Encyclope- 
dia Brittanica. 


EITHER the names nor the 
events of migrations reported 
afford any proof of the geo- 

gravhical jocation of Aztlan.—Ban- 
croft. 
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His Polish name and title is Count Zaremba 
Kal'inowsky. One of his ancestors was 
King of Poland. The great Pulaski was 
his grand-uncle. 

The reasons for Dr. Zaremba’s belief are 
these: 

On Santa Catalina Island are two natural 
formations known as Arch Rock and 
Eagle's Nest. Nowhere else on earth are 
there rocks similar to these. 


Both of them appear frequently in Aztec 
records. Pictures of them are found on 
parchment and stone. They seem have 
been the national seal or trademark. They 
became identified with Aztec history. Dr. 
Zaremba has pictures of them on parch- 
ment drawn by Aztec hands 600 years ago— 
parchment and pictures about whose au- 
thent'city there can be no doubt. His at- 
tention was attracted to published pictures 
of Arch Rock and Eagie'’s Nest. Detai ed 
comparison of them with his parchment 
pictures showed them to be identical. 

The ollas, or: water receptacles, ef the 
Aztecs also are found in Aztec coats-of- 
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Zaremba has d'scerned a perfectly legible 
history cf the Agtec migfaticn pictured on 
the deersins and parchments which hang 
in his Riverside residence. The record be- 
gins with a picture of the sugar loaf anda 
long trail of caroes. The Aztecs are leav- 
ing their island home for the shores of Cal- 
ifornia. The history goes farther. 

The Aztecs next are seen worshiping un- 
Ger one of the great trees of California, 
when there comes a storm and the tree is 
split in two. This is taken as a sign from 


59 inches, a record which I secured from a 
woman in Mexico, a despendant of the 
King of Atzcapozalco, now 8 years old. 
She said her grandfather had given it to 
her when he was an old man, tebkrge her 
that it had been in the family for 2 
years.

“The wanderings of the eight tribes that 
went South can be traced along the coast,

It is such records as this, showing ac- 
curacy of date and faithful record of some 
of the events important to their tribes, 
that have led historians to place confidence 
in the hieroglyphics so far as they have 
been translated. Dr. Zaremba, therefore, 
piaces confidénce in the history he is able 
to read from his records. 

The historians who have made the most 
exhaustive study in attempting to locate 


through tne Yaqui country, and resting at

Shortly afterward they 
were expelled from their count:y, and in 
1387 they decided vron the eastern shore of 
the Lake of Texcoco as a habitation, and 
founded there the monarchies of Tlaitelolce 
and Chapuuitepec, which were Kept sepa- 
rate until 1438, when the fifth and last king, 
Moquihuix, was ccnquered by Moctezuma 
I., the seventh King of Chapultepec. On 
Aug. 19, 1440, oy cording to my eroglyphic 
record No. 9, Moctezuma I. was prociaimed 
and crowned Fmpero: of Mexico. 

‘The historic records of the Aztecs, after 
the yore of Moctezuma lL. bevams 
more exact and more numerous, Then camy 
the arrival of Cortez in 19, and the 
fanatical destruction of almost all the — 
ten records of the Aztecs followed, by orde 
of. the first Catholic Bishop ,, Zamarrage. 
Nevertheless, the interesting history of the 
Aztecs was preserved, either by tra 
the priesthood or in mysteroumy hidden 
recoids of the native race. 
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Aztlan agree with Dr. Zaremga in its rela- 
tive position. It is somewhere in the nortna- 
‘west, they say, but the exact place can- 
not. be determined. Brasseur de Bourbourg 
in his ‘“‘History of National Civilization”’ 
says: 

“Aztlan is situated to the northwest of 
California. This ig the opinion of a great 
number of writers. M. Aubin says they 
inhabited the peninsula now called Lower 
California, and that it was once Aztlan.” 

Humboldt and Gondra place Aztlan north 
of 42 degrees north latiiude. Fontaine shows 
that the Aztec “tl’’ sound is found in the 
northwest and consequently believes the 
Aztecs originally came from that direction. 
Some writers went still further north, and 
a few chose such locations for Aztlan as

He has ten of the records now, two 
on parchment, the others on skins. The 
one on a deer skin records the wanderings 
of the Agtecs after leaving Aztlan, bring- 
ing the history up to the battle of Cha- 
pultepec, 1438.

We conclude that all these contrivances 
for storing water for irrigating the valleys 
and for making the soll everywhere as pro- 
ductive as was poxssibie in such an arid re- 
gion, were original inventions which show 
the genius of the people. It is certainly 
very interesting to go over the different 
parts of this great plateau and see how the 
people providel against the drouth and how 
carefully they studied the changes of na- 
ture and developed her resources. Not one, 
but many ways, were resorted to in making 
the soll productive These will be seen as 
we proceed, but may be mentioned briefly: 
1. The simplest plan was to depend upon 
the rain for the crops and to make the 
springs supply the people for domestic pur- 
poses, There were no cattle or sheep, or 
herds of any Kind, which required water, 
but the people reeced a constant supply 
The result was that the houses were placed 
near some spring, where weter was con- 
stant. The pueblos were also placed near 
springs and lakes. The Zuni puebio Was 


chosen as the abodes of various tribes, some 
of whom made their homes in and 
others built their stone houses the 
sides of the cliffs, and may be calied 
cliff dwellers. The mest of these were agri- 
culturists, though they cepended Upon the 
rain and ordinary cultivation rather’ than 
irr gation.

To such 
and similar devices the New Mexican vil- 
lager had to resort and it was a relief to 
him when he could nestle by the side of a 
permanent river and raise beans and cala- 
bashes, with the ald of primitive channels 
of irrigation.

AV® you ever noticed the lilies that 
H are brought from Bermuda? Almost 

every one who visits Bermuda? at the 
proper season tries the experiment. It Is al- 
ways a digappointment. 

In the remote, secluded island where they 
grow they were as pure and crisp as fresh- 
fallen spow crystals. It was as if the white- 
ness of a sunlit cloud had been transplanted 

| to @ garden. To leave them to waste their 
sweetness seemed a shame. So, witb all pos- 
sible care, they were brought home to be 
set in vases and illuminate the drawing 
room. 

But you perceive that it was all a sad 
mistake. They are still very beautiful—these 
lilies of the drawing-room—but the exqul- 
site purity and freshness that was their 
charm is gone. 

All their fibers are a little wilted and re- 
laxed, so that the petals droop witha sensu- 
ous languor. If you look closely you see 
that their beauty is marred by tawny 
blotches, faint, but Indelible, and sure to 
deepen hour by hour. Even the fragrance 
that was so delicious in the open air grows 
rank and oppressive in the drawing-room.

tll too, grew up and bloomed into lovell- 
ness in a secluded isiand. She, too, Was un- 
wisely transported from her quiet home to 
the impure air of a great city to adorn the 
stage, the drawing-room and the banquet 
hall.

Her father, the dean of Jersey, 
was called ‘‘the handsomest man in Eng- 
land.”” He was poor, however; beauty, not 
wealth, was her inheritance. Yet it would 
seem that in girlhood her surpassing lovell- 
ness was realized by few. In fact, it was 
only after her marriage that her beauty 
Was generally recognized. 

Boon after her merriage the falr young 
bride visited London and appéared in soc‘e- 
ty. It had longibeen her dream: it be- 
came a sordid reality. The same breath 
that proclaimed the lily’s perfection began 
to tarnish its petals. 

She was Introduced to the Prince of Wales 
and received his homage. Aristocratic Lon- 
don bowed down before her. Whatever her 
faults and errors, she has every excuse 
which the seductions of the corrupt cult 
known as “eoclety’’ can supply. 

Suddenly, after several years had passed, 
she fell from favor. Was it because of some 
serious lapse? Oh, no! was circu- 
lating all sorts of stories, but it was not 
that. 

The legend is that at a girlish frolic she 
had dropped a bit of ice down the Prince's 
back. He could excuse much, it seemed, 
but such an assault upon his dignity—never! 
So society, baving done its worst, proceeded 
to consummate its finalact and cast her off. 

It was then that she turned to the stage. 
lier genius as an actress, such was the 
general verdict, was nothing extraordinary, 
but ber beauty, assiduously cultivated and 
unceasingly advertised, won success.

AM English—English to the backbone— 

for I was born in the Island of Jersey, 

which has been a British possession 
from the time of the conquest, and indeed, 
we islanders claim to be the oldest Eng- 
lish. My father, the venerable Dean le 
Breton, was a direct descendant of the Le 
Bretons of Normandy. 

My family has been in the island since 
the eighth century, and has figured in most 
of the historic events of Jersey. Tombs 
of the Le Bretons are to be seen every- 
where in the Church of St. Savior's;: Le 
Bretona figure in the famous Bayeux 
tapestry. In the well-known picture of the 
Battle of Jerscy my great-greatuncle is 
seen urging the troops to the fight, though 
he was a dean; the flying figure of a wom- 
an represents my great-grandmother, and 
the child in her arms is my grandfather. 
Thus it came to pass that the deanery of 
St. Saviour’s, Jersey, in which I first saw 
the light, was a kind of hereditary holding. 
My father was appointed to it at the early 
age of 3, after a very short apprentice- 
ship in holy orders as a curate at St. 
Olave's, Southwark, and as the chaplain of 
Newgate. 

My father was undoubtedly a very bril- 
Mant scholar. He was educated at Win- 
chester, and then was a Fellow of Exeter 
College, Oxford. He left college at an age 
when most youths are entering it, for he 
was only 19 when he took his degree. He 
was @ very fine elocutionist. The Shaks- 
pearian readings, or rather, recitations, 
which he gave for different churches from 
time to Lime, were flocked to by the whole 
island, d there is little doubt that he 
would have made his mark as en orator. 
Perhaps any aptitude that I may have 
shown for the étage has been inherited 
from him. Nobody took greater interest 
in my professional career or was so pleased 
at any small success that I may have ob- 
tained than my father. He had a marvel- 
ous memory, and could recite a whole play 
of Ghakspeare without a mistake. I in- 
herit that quality; my memory hase been 
of great use to me in my profession. I do 
not always read carefully; but what I read 
attentively I never forget. 

It Was @ great mistake of my father ever 
to have accepted the charge of St. Savior's, 
for his undoubted ability, his great charm 
of manner, and, perhaps, I may add, his 

stately and handsome presence, would have 
in London certain.

who were attached to him to the end of his 
life was Dr. Longley, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. By my mother’s side I am of 

Scotch descent. She was a Martin, and 
a woman of remarkable beauty. 

The deanery at St. Savior’s is an old 
granite building, some parts of which date 
from the year 900. It it in the midst ofa 
beautiful scene, which I can recall at any 
moment by closing my eyes. The building 
is overgrown with roses of every hue, from 
the blush to the damask, mingled with 
myrtie and jasmine, and is perched on the 
brow of a cotille, as a hill is termed in the 
Jersey patois, and overlooks a _ perfect 
stretch of meadow land, tenanted by num- 
bers of soft-eyed Jersey cattle. 

And sometimes in the evening, as I look 
into the fire, I seem to hear the lowing of 
the cattle, and with it are mingled the 
sweet sing-song of the patois of my own 
people—a patois which amid all changes of 
fortune and travel, I can still speak as 
fluently as when I was a child. 

My father had advanced ideas, for his 
time, with regard to the education of wom- 
en. That accounted for the peculiar way 
in which my education was carried on. 

I never went to school, but started un- 
der the charge of a governess. She, how- 
ever, was soon supplanted by tutors, and 
I had to learn Greek, Latin and German, 
among other things. from the best masters 
that Victoria College could supply. Music 
and drawing I worked at enthusiastically— 
especially music—and I showed some m'- 
sical talent, for I played more than once 
at the local concerts. 

And then I would dream sometimes of be- 
ing a singer; sometimes of being a painter; 
but, strange to say, never once in those 
early days did the thought ever once enter 
my head of becoming an actress. I never 
appeared even once in amateur theatri- 
cals and I had no particular love for the 
theater. In that respect I was a faithful 
echo of my surroundings, for at that pe- 
riod we heard and knew, within the gran- 
ite walls of the deanery, little of the dra- 
matic companies who visited the Theater 
Royai. Puritanical ideas were still domi- 
nant In the island generally. : 

To be one of seven children and the only 
girl might convey the impression thas I 
was likely to be spoilt. On the contrary I 
had to take my position on the “‘battle- 
field’’ of sport, with six robust and athletic 
brothers. all of whom, with one exception, 
were older than myself, and all of whom 
were wild creatures. full of animal spirits 
and the love of mischief. To this very day 
I shudder at the thoughts of the kicks I 
received at football, the dangerous position 
of wicket-keeper I was invariably forced 
into at cricket, and the blows on the nose 
that made my mother insist on my giving 
up boxing, much to the disgust of my 
brothers, who were doing thelr best, as 
they proudly observed, ‘‘to make a man” of 
me. 

Their efforts did not end with these en- 
deavors, by any means. Amongst other 
wild pranks, I remember, they conceived 
the idea of sending my youngest brother 
and myself, mounted on stilts, enveloped 
in sheets, with phosphorus paint smeared 
on our faces and hands, to patrol the an- 
clent churchyard, adjoining the deanery 
paddocks, at the witching hour of mid- 
night. It was the very same churchyard 
from which our great-great uncle har- 
angued the troops on the morning of the 
But what a change in 
the circumstances! He was there to inspire 
his men with courage; our object was to 
fill belated islanders with dread, and to 
such an extent did we succeed that letters 
were written to the local newspapers 
threatening to shoot anything in the 
neighborhood that looked like a ghost. 

At the same time everybody on the island, 
the police included, knew full well that the 
ghostly apparitions were probably the re- 
sult of another of the innumerable pranks 
of the mischievous family of the dean. 
There is no doubt the “natives” had a 
pretty shrewd idea of where to look for 
the offenders. But they never took us 
seriously; their love for the Le Bretons 
seemed to condone everything. 

Another freak of ours was the annexa- 
tlon or exchange of door knockers. I am 
ashamed to state that I have walked for 
miles with my uphe'd gekirt filled with 
these useful and decorative articles, with 
the sole object of giving them a change of 
air, or, rather, a change of paint, for we 
would place a highly poiished brass knock- 
eron a laborer’s cottage, and transplant his 
broken apology for one to a mansion three 
miles off, 

On one occasion, I remember, we care- 
fully—very carefully—removed a knocker 
and eubstituted a large pumpkin, at- 
tached to which was a long string, and at 
the other end of the string a huge stone, 
which we flung over a wall, across the high 
road. Needless to say, the retired piano- 
forte tuner, who occupied the maisonette, 
spent a somewhat restlesg night, as the 
string was caught by every conveyance 
that passed, with the result that the pump- 
kin wildly rattled against the door in a 
manner that must have sharply reminded 
the unforiunate tuner of his early experi- 
ences in his profession. Years after, on a 
return visit to the island, assisted by one 
of my brothers, I unearthed the knocker 
we so unlawfully removed and restored it 
to its former position. 


Looking back on my childhood days, I am 
inolined to think that, in spite of our care- 
less freaks, there was a softer side to our 
nature as well. I well remember a ehriveled 
old blanchisseuse named Madame Soyer, 
who used to trundle her washing up and 
down the St. Savior’s Hill at most un- 
timely hours. Many were the occasions on 
which we laid in wait for her to throw her, 
in spite of her shrieks and expostulations, 
on top of her barrow of linen, and weel 
her home to her ivy-covered cottage. Th's 
traditional assisting of Madame Soyer in 
her home-coming clung to eome of us 1ong 
years after we had gone out into the world, 
[ remember meeting one of my oldér 
brothers, who was paying a visit to his 
home, wheeling Veuve Soyer’s burden of 
linen up the hill, whilst ehe reclined in 
State, in a fly that he had chartered from 
the plier on h's arrival by the mall boat. 

The love of horses has been with me 
always. This passion was ebared by my 
youngest brother, Reginald; that and the

IS SIMPLE AND HERE ARE THE ELEMENTS. 


You'll Want to Know All That Is Here Explained When You 
Read the Accounts of the Shamrock-Columbia Races. 


HERE is no mystery about a yacht. 

‘y Her rigging is not more complicated 

than the harness of a horse, and 

it is possible, after a little study, to speak 

with intelligence about any maneuver she 
may make. 

In regard to the coming intornational 
yacht race, there will not be the slightest 
chance for a man to get mixed up about 
Columbia and Shamrock, unless a man 
should have the misfortune to be color 
biind. The Shamrock's sides are of light 
green, while the Co'umbia's are pure white. 


’ Sy this distinctive mark they may be reo- 


Ognized at a great distance by means of ma- 
rine binoculars. If both were painted alike 
the ordinary spectator, no matter huw 
Closely he looked, would probably be un 
able to tell one from the other, because 
Speaking generally, there is little differenca 
in the shape of their respective hulls. A

A 
famous American yachting expert was en- 
gaged at great expense to write up the first 
race for a New York even!tnge newspaper, 
and a berth for him was found abear’ the 
cable steamer, Mackay-Bennett, manned by 
an English skipper and a British vrew. De- 
fender sailed away from the British craft 
as easily as roling off a log. Capt. Schenk 
of the Mackay-Bennett, seeing the Yankee 
boat racing in such glorious style, was so 
carried away by enthusiasm that he made 
an eror of judgment. He at onee decided 
that so swift a boat must be of the Brit!sh 
bulld, and so up he went to the scribe and 
quoth he: 

“What did I tell you, sonny? Just see 
how the Valkyrie is distancing your oid 
scow !"’ 

He supplemented this remark with a tor- 
rent of rhetoric, and so loudly and confi- 
dently he assert himself that he  per- 
suaded the vachting expert that it was re- 
ally Valkyrie that was in the lead, wliereas 
it was Defender. Therefore, when a special 
edition of the evening paper in question 
came out in the early afternvoon it was 
printed therein that Valkyrie had round- 
ed the first mark many minutes in the lead, 
and that, unless some serious accident hap- 
pened, victory was hers. The yachting ex- 
pert found out his mistake later !n the day, 
and vowed that he would never allow an 


enthusiastic forelgner to make him lose his 


head again. The moral of this Is that if 
Valkyrie had only been painted green sich 
a blunder couldn’t possibly have been 
made.

Columbia and Sham- 
rock will in all probabllity b towed out to 
Sandy Hook Lightship, which Is, if practic- 
able, to be the starting point of all the cup 
races. There they will dodge about until 
the signal for them to start is given. The 
first race is 15 miles to windward or to lee- 
ward and return, which means that the 
yachts wilil start elther right tn the teeth 
of the wind (if they go to windward) orf in 
the exact direction of the wind if they go to 
leeward. The diagrams show each point of 
Sailing. 

The second race will be over a triangular 
course of 30 miles, and the third similar to 
the first. Americans hope that these three 
will be the only ones salled, as they expect 
the Columbia to score three straight wins. 
But the winner of three races out of five 
does the trick. 

When a cup racer is running before the 
wind she carries all the canvas the wind 
wiil fill.

beginning to feel the great rush of freight 
business which will clog their lines from 


now unti) after the exposition opens, Al- 
most every botel in Paris has rented many, 
if not most, of its best rooms for the first 
weeks of the exposition. The greatest rush 
will, of course, be during the first weeks, 
because intending visitors realize that after 
those weeks are over the fuzz will be off the 
peach to some extent. It would scarcely 
be fair to say that the exposition will 
“wear out’’ so quickly, but the French show 
is not being prepared on the scale of broad 
and brilliant beauty that was the magnifi- 
oent characteristic of our own World's Fair 
in Chicago. The buildings, with two excep- 
tions only, are of even a more temporary 
type of construction than were our filmsiest 
structures, and their plans include much 
work which architects characterize as 
“ginger? bread.” This will be affected by 
the lapse of time, and the brilliant paints 
which are everywhere to be used are likely 
to grow dingy. 

That only two bulldings—the great and 
little art palaces—ere being built of the 
famous French sandstone is a temporary 
blessing to all Paris. The dust from this 
, Sandstone ts so white and so penetrating 
“that It becomes « public nuisance. It has 

| ehanged the color of che roadway 


in the Champs Elysee. From the ordinafy 
brown of the average macadam road the 
pavement has become a dirty gray from the 


intrnational custom to begin with. It white dust blown and tracked into it from 


the neighborhood of the art palaces. This 
has also had its effect on the health of the 
trees which have helped to make this fam- 
ous avenue one of the most beautiful in the 
The stone of which these superb 
buildings are being constructed is taken 
from the very bowels of Paris, from the 
same stratum of underground France in 
which the catacombs were dug. It is soft 
and very easily worked when first taken 
out, but it hardens after exposure to the 
air. One of the early wonders of the show 
is the famous diamond saw, which now 
continually at work on the exposition 
grounds, and which cuts this rock a 
sharp knife might cut white cheese—there- 
by adding to the dust which pervades Paris 
and blows and blows and blows, until your 
eyes and your ears and your mouth are full 
of It. No such machine was ever made be- 
fore. It is about seven feet in diameter, 
and its sawing edge is studded with Bra- 
zillan diamonds or “‘boorts.” It has cut 
stones two feet thick and 12 or 14 feet long 
in @ quarter of an hour. The same work 
would take three or four days of a compe- 
tent man's time. 

The most interesting of the scientific ex- 
hibits will be the great telescope, built on 
an entirely new plan. The difference be- 
tween 240,000 miles and 42 miles is said by 
its projectors to be what this great instru- 
ment will bring about when the anxious 
American looks at the moon through [t. It 
will magnify the moon 10,000 times. The 
highest magnifying power obtained through 
any other telescope so far has been about 
4000 times. An object on the surface of the 
moon 700 feet long will be visible to the eye 
at the telescope’s big reflector as an object 
ne-thirtieth of an inch in length. The very

ERNING THE PARIS EXPOSITIO 


This wonderful instrument already near- 
ing construction in the “Palace of Optics,” 
near the bottom of the Eiffel Tower. The 
big tube will be made of 24 enormous steel 
castings, each 7%, feet long and 4% feet in 
diameter. The thing is being built by M. 
Gauthier, the most celebrated optical in- 
strument maker in France. 

A list of the wild schemes which have 
been submitted to the managers of the Ex- 
position would fill columns. The Elffel 
Tower and the great wheel already stand 
on the Exposition grounds. Another plan 
which will probably be carried out consists 
of an immense umbrella, with its stem or 
handle planted firmly in the earth. To the 
end of each of its ribs will be attached a car 
somewhat smaller than those of the Ferris 
wheel. When the steam engine opens the 
umbrella these cars will be carried up into 
the air by the ribs. 

The “Bottom of the Sea Aquarium and 
Panorama” will be beautiful and highly ed- 
ucational. In its enormous glass-sided 
tanks there will be, in the first place, the 
finest collection of strange fish and subma- 
rine animals- ever gathered In one place. 
Sections will also'be devoted to rare marine 
plants. By clever planning it has been ar- 
ranged to give visitors a perfect view of 
what really goes on at the deep bottoms of 
the sea. There will be divers at work on 
the wrecks of ships, which will show the 
plain effects of long sojourning beneath the 
sea. A submarine volcano will be in active 
eruption, and the method of laying and re- 
pairing an ocean cable will be illustrated. 
One plan in connection with part of the 
show failed. There are certain fish which 
can live only in the deepest depths, where 
the pressure of the water from above is 
great. These fish have, of course, never 
been put on show, and an effort was made 
to arrange a tank for them by means of 
hydraulic pressure. The scheme was found 
to be impracticable. 

No one seems to know what will take the 
place of Chicago's Midway Plaisance at the 
Paris Exposition. Many mysterious conces- 
sions have been given out for the nelghbor- 
hood of the Eiffel Tower, and an “annex” 
has been arranged for in the Wood of Vin- 
cennes. Inasmuch as this is em largely 
devoted to athletic games, it s likely 
that it will draw the crowds who would be 
amused by the sort of thing ich went on 
on Chicago's Midway. Nothing, however, 
ia being said, and little can be found out 


on this most fascinating subject. It-is fair 
to suppose that Paris, the gayest of cities, 
will quite outstrip any previous efforts 
made by more staid municipalities.

the Mound Bulléers. The Mound Bullders 
composed the progressive party of the old 
days, and the Red Indians were the war- 
riors. The distinction between the Red In- 
dians and the Mound Bullders was long 
since obliterated. The Crecks are all of the 
same nativity now. 

“One of the strong evidences of the intel- 
ligence of the Creeks is thel: recognition 
of human excellence, as shown by their at- 
titude toward the white man. They have 
always welcomed the white man to their 
midst, as they welcomed Capt. Porter, the 
general's ancestor, when he had been mis- 
treated by bis own people. The contrary is 
the case with the Delawares. They dis- 
countenance inter-marriage with whites. 
and as a result they are practically living 
on the bounty of the Creeks. 

“The Creeks admire superiority In al! 
things, and they seek it. They are pushing 
thelr nation forward by infusing the blood 
of intelligence Into {t. The women of the 
nation are the real saviors of the Creeks. 
The mother is the head of the family. She 
looks after the marrying of her daughters. 
The mother’s name is the name of the fam- 
ily, and possession descends through the fe- 
male side of the family. The mother is su- 
preme. The chief of the nation Is called 
the Mother of the People. The district rep- 
resentative in the council] is the mother of 
the people of that district. 


“The Creeks have no use for a useless 
man. He cannot marry, for no mother will 
give her daughter to him. They do not 
want a worthless man to have children to 
become a burden to the nation. But a man 
whvu distinguishes himself, or even becomes 
a credit to the community will have no 
trouble about marrying. Mothers will seck 
him for their daughters. The man may be 
a statesman, farmer, ball-player, merchant: 
—anything so that he is a capable man and 
of account to the nation himself, and moth- 
ers will desire him for a son-in-law. 

“The home lUfe of the Creeks ts greatly 
misunderstood outside of the Territory. 
They are charged with bering common poly- 


merely following the precepts of their fore- 
fathers. The great desire of all the people 
is to perpetuate their nation and continual- 
ly make it stronger and more intellegent. 

“The progressive party advocates our 
form of marriage and that custom is grad- 
ually coming into genera} favor. Chastity 
is required of women, and a man who 
despoils another's home is Seriously dealt 
with. 


“The Creeks need newspapers. The old 
system of disseminating information is sti}! 
in vogue. The people in the country do not 
hear what the council] has done unti) the 
body has adjourned and the representatives 
return to their homes. The coming of these 
men is always provocation for a great ball 
game. The game is held near the village 
and every woman and child attends Just 
before the time appointed for the game to 
beg:‘n, some person in the crowd will sug- 
gest to his nelghbor that possibly the 
mother of their nation has sent them safne 
message through the returned representa- 
tive. Forthwith @ committee will be ap- 
pointed. The committee will walt on the 
representative and ask if the mother has 
sent any message. The representative then 
deiivers the speech which he has prepared 
for the occasion.

Inventor Has Accomplished 
Wonders With Other In- 


struments. 
pee EDWARD C. PICKERING, dil- 


rector of the Harvard Observatory 

and one of America’s foremost au- 
thorities on astronomy, has in course of 
construction at Cambridge, Mass., the long- 
est telescope in the world. He believes it 
wil] also be the strongest. It will have 
the greatest focal range of any instrument 


ever designed. 

The Bruce telescope, also the invention 
of Prof. Pickering, !s the shortest in ex- 
istence and the most successful of any in 
the way of photographing the heavens. It 
is now in use at Arequipa, Peru, taking 
photographs of the sky for Harvard. One 
of the latest plates received, 14 by 18 Iin- 
ches, contains a reproduction of 40,000 
stars, taken with a single exposure, 

Praf. Pickering is so confident ‘that he 
will be able to build the proposed new tele- 
scope that he has already purchased the 
necessary lenses. He has Issued a circular 
letter to the friends of Harvard Observa- 
tory. in which he states that whereas the 
cost of the Bruce te'escope was defrayed 
by a benefaction of $*,000, the total cost of 
the telescope which be now des!res to bulld 
wil not exceed $14.000, although the focal 
length of the Bruce telescope is only 122 
feet, while the foca) length of the proposed 
telescope wil approximate 175 feet. 

The lens of the new telescope will be 
much smalier than that of the famous tele- 
scope at the Yerkes Observatory at Lake 
Geneva, Wis., for that is #@ Inches In 
diameter and the largest tn the world. but 
Prof, Pickering anticipates obtaining some 
results with the new Instrument which nei- 
ther the Yerkes nor any of the other fa- 
mous telescopes have been able to give. The 
Yerkes telescope, with its 44-inch lenses, 
has a focal length of 67 feet, the greatest 
yet constructed. In Parts they are build- 
ing a telescope which will be in al) ways 
greater than the Yerkes telescope, for it is 
to have a lens 60 inches in diameter and 
be something over 100 feet in length.

CURIOUS story Nes behind the pres- 
A ence here of Maj. A. Lalande, Chief 
of the National Police of Guatemala, 
who returned to Porto Cortez this week on 
the steamer Breakwater. Maj. Lalande 
came to this city for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of a elug which a native bandit 
had fired into his neck. 

The real reason why Maj. Lalande re- 
mained so long, and the truth about his 
movements while here have just leaked out, 
They constitute a remarkable story. It has 
been learned from a reliable source that 
while the major was still at the Infirmary 
he received a telegram from President Ca- 
brera of Guatemala instructing him to in- 
vestigate a Honduranian junta said to be In 
existence In New Orleans, and, If possible, 
to break i{t up. 

Those who have followed the course of 
Central American affairs during the past 
year or so are aware that a movement 
has been In progress, led by Gen. Vas- 
ques and others, for starting a revolution 
in Honduras and sejizing the government. 
The conspirators originally made their 
headquarters in Guatemalu City, and 
things were progressing swimmingly when 
Honduras made a protest to President 
Cabrera and he proceeded to evict the 
entire party. Cabrera had been suspected 
of being in sympathy with Vasauez. and 
he proved his good faith by unusual ac- 
tivity In breaking up the nest of plotters. 

The junta was then transferred to the 
United States, and was supposed to have 
meeting places both here and at Mobile. 
It was for the purpose of locating and 
possibly disrupting the local end of the 
combination that Lalande was instructed 
to tarry a while In this city. 


JUNTA IN NEW ORLEANS BROKEN UP. 


Major Lalande ts a first-cless detective, 
speaks Spanish iike a native and has 
plenty of grit. He was not long tn getting 
a clew, and eventually located the junta 
In a euite of rooms in an old house on 
Bourbon street. The next thing was te 
find out what the plotters were doing, and 
to that end Lalande called at the house 
one morning and engaged the two adjoin- 
ing rooms. He represented himself as @ 
Californian who was in bad health and 
wanted rest and quiet. 

When Lalande got possession of the 
roome he carefully removed a patch of 
wallpaper and dug out the laths and p'as- 
ter In the partition that separated him 
from the Vasavez headquarters, This left 
only a thin shell of paper on the other 
side and he readily punched several cone 
venient peep holes, hidng traces of his 
work by hanging a picture over the exca- 
vation. Thus prepared for both seeing and 
listening, he mounted guard for a nume- 
ber of nights, while the revolution'sts met 
and laid their plans within a dozen feet 
of his nose. Not only did he hear every 
word that was said, but he saw and iden- 
tified all the members of the group. 

One of the practical] results of Lalande’s 
detective work was the upsetting of a 
well-laid plan to ship a number of guna to

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RINCE GEORGE, DUKE OF YORK, 
who will become King George V. of 
England, was the first husband of 

beautiful Mary Culme Seymour, daughter 
of Admiral Michae) Culme Seymour of the 
Roya) Navy. 

This fact is recalled by the marriage 
fast week of this young woman to Capt. 
Trevelyn Napler of the English Navy. 

Prince George is the only surviving son 
of the Prince of Wales. 

"Miss" Seymour, as the Queen and the 
Church of England deciared her to be, is 
the mother of the Prince’s two children— 
& boy and a girl. 

For the sake of their mother he renounced 
in writing every claim he had to the Eng- 
lish throne. 

His father, the Prince of Wales, compelled 
him to marry the Princess May of Teck. 
This young woman had been the wife of 
Prince Edward, Duke of Clarence, elder 
brother of Prince George. 

Within a month after her husband's 
death, she was ogling the younger Prince 
and he was finally forced into a marriage 
with her. 

This marriage caused an estrangement 
between the Prince and Princess of Wales 
and endless trouble to Queen Victoria, 

When they were visiting In Ireland after 
Princess May became Prince George's wife, 
she came upon him conversing with his 
former wife—now Mrs. Napler. An exciting 
Scene resulted, and the outcome of it was 
that the Archbishop of Canterbury, In his 
capacity as Primate of all England, pro- 
claimed from the altar steps of the Chapel 
Royal, St. James, that there was no legal 
or ecclesiastical obstacle to the marriage 
of Prince George to the Princess May of 
Teck—in other words, that the marriage 
between Prince George and Miss Seymour 
Was not legal, though the ceremony was 
performed by an Episcopal clergyman, be- 
Cause the agreement was not recognized 
by the Queen, who its the head of the 
Church of England. 

Prince George is now living unhappily 
with his royal wife. Miss Seymour is mar- 
ried to Capt. Napier. Albert Edward and 
the Queen are satisfied. The Princess of 
Wales is greatly grieved. 

It is a curious fact that both George III. 
and George IV., prior to their elevation to 
the throne, contracted marriages with wo- 
men of less exalted birth. These marriages 
were annulled. 

All of the documents in regard to Prince 
George's marriage were destroyed, the pre- 
text being that the ceremony was legaily 
and ecclesiastically invalid, 

According to the royal marriage law 
enacted during the reign of King George 
III., with the object of preventing King 
George IY., then the Prince of Wales, from 
marrying Mrs. Fitzherbert, any matri. 
monial alliance contracted by a Prince or 
Princess of the reigning house without the 
sovereign, and the cogni- 
gance of Parliament, was invalid, legally, 
as well as ecclesiastically, the sovereign 
being the supreme head of the State Church 
of England, and as such, the right to with- 
hold his license for any religious ceremony.

Duke of Wellington and other personages 
of equal importance are authority for the 
statement that King George IV. was eccle- 
Sslastically bound to the beautiful Mra,

In the case of Prince George, while the 
royal family claimed there had been no 
marriage, the very fact that the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury considered it neces- 
sary to make the announcemtnt he did was 
regarded as indicating that there must 
be some reason for excusing the future King 
of England tn the sight of his countrymen, 
while the peculiar way in which the arch- 
lepiscopa] declaration was worded led to 
its being construed as a diplomatic equi- 
voeation rather than a straightforward 
statement. 

The nature of the royal marriage act 
ecclesiastically and legally annulling any 
union contracted hy a British royal per- 
sonage, without the consent of the sovere 
eign, and the knowledge of Parliament, 
rendered it possible to proclaim the fact 
that no union had taken place. 

The publicly expressed distaste of the 
Princess of Wales for 
her only surviving son, George, to Princess 
May of Teck, was ascribed in England to 
the horror felt by this pious royal lady at 
the Idea of her boy marrying his dead 
brother’s flancee at a moment when he had 
a wife, and. it is added, two children, al- 
ready living. 

Certain is it that the attitude of the 
Princess of Wales toward her daughter- in- 
law was characterized by such openly dem- 
onstrated aversion, as to become a pubilo 
scandal. 

At length the Queen Interfered, with the 
result fhat the Princess of Wales drove 
round the park one afternoon with the 
Duchess, the circumstance exciting much 
attention. In fact, the newspapers at the 
time waxed eloquent over the reconcilla- 
tion of the Princess and the Duchess. 

It may be added that the Engtish laws of 
Ilfbel are strict. It ts difficult, therefore, to 
understand why Admiral Sir Seymour and 
the royal family should have permitted the 
name of Mary Seymour and of the Duke 
of York to be associated together in print 
60 constantly as man and wife, without 
taking legal steps to stop press references 
to the matter, unless it were a subject 
that did not bear dential. 

If there has been any ecclesiastical union 
between the lady who is now Mrs. Napier 
and the Duke of York, It must be confessed 
that the Seymour family have acted with 
a discre:ion anda tact and a savoir faire be- 
yond all praise. For they hayg never pre- 
sumed on this affair, and that {ts probably 
why the Queen and the Government have 
simply overwhelmed Miss Seymour’s father 
with every kind of honor and distinction. 

Prior to the marriage of the «Duke of 
York, Seymour was second in command of 
the Mediterranean squadron and had re- 
ceived no order or distinction from his 
sovereign. To-day, as Admiral-in-Chief of 
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of that great naval stronghold, he holds 
what is regarded throughout the naval pro- 
fession as its most juicy plum, the office 
being am exceedingly lucrative one. 

He has been decorated by the Queen with 
the Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath, 
and has been overwhelmed with honors and 
distinctions. These tokens of royal favor 
have not been granted in recognition of 
important services to the State In connec- 
tion with his profession. The natura) infer- 
ence is, that his rapid promotion, as well 
as the marked favor which he has re- 
celved from the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales, are due to the circumstance that by 


his discretion he has extricated the Duke 
of York and the royal family from an 
awkward predicament. 

For there ts no doubt that had the Brit- 
ish public positive knowledge of the Duke 
of York's secret union to Miss Seymour, 
public feeling would have been go strong 
as to prevent his marriage to the Princess, 
who consented to become his bride. 

Indeed, the marriage could hardly have 
become known without attention being 
called to the declaration said to have been 
made by the Duke while his older brother 
was stil] alive.

He was pronounced somewhat dex- 
tarous with his hands, qu.ck at any trade 
@lmost, but skilled in none, and ambitious 
just then to learn how to nurse the sick 
in order that he might be more useful to the 
lowly in his wander.ngs. 


Imagine the Christ as the great Italian 
masters have paiuted him and the reader 
will get an idea of this man.

ACQUITTE 
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Remarkable Result of the Trial of the 


Man Charged With Slaying Juan 
Idarte Borda, President of Uruguay. ° 


= 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Aug. 13. 
Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
VELINO ARREDONDO, who on Aug. 
%, 1897, assassinated President 
Juan Idarste Borda of Uruguay, and 
who has been twice convicted of the crime 
and condemned to death, has been finally 
acquitted of the charge, and a howling 
mob of political intriguers carried the ac- 
quitted assassin on their shoulders through 
the streets, while thousands of bouquets 
were strewn upon the path leading to the 
Italian hospital where Arredondo was 
taken. 

Uruguayan justice is remarkable in this 
particular instance for the fact that the 
jury found him guilty of each indictment, 
yet acquitted him as a martyr to the cause 
of the people. 

The third trial of Arredondo was set for 
the last session of the court of June. On 
the day his case was called neither prisoner 
nor consul was in court. Investigation 
showed that Arredondo was feigning i)l- 
ness. President Cuestas also gathered in- 
formation that the courts had been tainted 
with political inuences. He immediately or. 
dered Arredondo to be brought before the 
court and his trial to proceed, and the re- 
sult of the trial was ‘‘guilty, but acquitted.” 

During the patriotic celebration of Aug. 
25, 1897, an anniversary similar to ¢he Fourth 
of July, President Borda left the executive 
bulldings to review the troops. Fot more 
than a week prior to the day in question 
the press of Montevideo had been loud in 
proclaiming President Borda a thief; that he 
had bankrupted the nation; and on the floor 
of the Chamber of Deputies he had been de- 
nounced. The Nacion and the Espana, 
prominent Spanish and pro-Spunish papers, 
respectively, had cried editorially for some 
one to riq@ the nation of Borda. They had 
expressed the hope in cold, black type, that 
he be assassinated, and asked the publio if 
there was one among them that would be 
the nation’s martyr. 

Arrendondo, a native, of Spanish descent, 
was considered a rising politician of the 
wardheeler type. He had read of the howl- 
ing of the pr4&s, and on the day of the na- 
tional anniversary he had armed himself 
with a revolver with the deliberate intent 


of killing the Pres‘dent, as he confessed at 
his first @ial. As the President appeared 
Arredondo stepped from the crowd, and 
with deliberate aim sent a bullet into the 


President’s heart. Ten minutes later Borda 


‘was dead and the two papers mentioned 


iissued extras 


lauding Arredondo, and a 
national anthem was composed in commem- 
oration of this act. 


At daylight on July 2 last, a battalion of 
the infantry marched to the Italian Hos- 
pital, where Arredondo was supposed to be 
ill, and took him to the Court of Appeals. 
Three judges were in waiting to try the 
case. Arredondo was arraigned, and, 
through hig coungel, entered the plea of 
“not gullty,”’ although at the two previous 
trials he had pleaded guilty and supported 
his plea with an unsolicited confession that 
he had murdered President Borda after 
due deliberation. 

The public prosecutor made a vigorous 
and patriotic appeal to the jury for a ver- 
dict of guilty, showing the injustice to 
the nation of any other verdict. The 
jurors were exhorted to perform their duty 
as men and Uruguayans, fearlesa of conse- 
quences or public clamor of rebellious sen- 
timent. 

Dr. Melian Lafinur, in behalf of the ac- 
cused, made a most impassionate speech in 
which he painted in vivd colors the pollit- 
ical pollution of office under President 
Borda and the attitude of the press of 
Uruguay against him. “You, ag jurors,” 
he said, “have the right to acquit the 
man who, at the risk of sacrifice of his 
own Mfe, has rid the nation of its vilest 
enemy, and who dared to use his revolver 
to save the country, from unmentionable 
misery. The whole country had placed the 
revolver in Arredondo’s hands, and no jury 


WHY MONTHS ARE CONSIDERED LUCKY OR UNLUCKY 


lucky month in the calendar? Why 


is it considered unlucky at all? 


Strange contradictions confront the in- 


quirer. For example, among the ancient 
Romans the month was consecrated to old 
men, yet in modern times its very name is 
@ synonym for the early or gay part of life: 


Hail, beauteous May; that dost inspire 


| Mirth, and youth ami warm desire. 


John Milton apostrophized it thus, and 
we remember Tennyson's “Queen o the 
May.” Certainly they do not give the month 
a bad name. 

The truth is that May was libeled when 
the world was young—when magicians had 
people under their thumb. The old sooth- 
Sayers created a prejudice against May by 
speaking of it as a “malignant month” 
when they ought te have said “a month 
much maligned.’’ 

The belief in lucky and unlucky months 
and days appears to have been taught by 
the magicians of ancient Chaldea, and we 
learn from history that similar notions af- 
fected every detail of Babylonian life, thou. 
sands of years before Chirst. 


Facts and figures in this age, however, 
are powerless to destroy geome very an- 
client popular superstitions. 

Take a list ef the unlucky and calamitous 
events that are constantly recurring 
throughout the world and it will be some 
thing like this: Wrecks, railway accidents, 
inundations, earthquakes, mining disasters, 
fires, assassinations, hangings or execU- 
tions, lynchings and suicides. Any month 


having more than its share ef these dire 


HY is May considered the most un-events would certainly be open to the 


charge of ill-luck. 

But, as you shall see, May is not to be 
considered an object of dread by mariners 
or sea-going people, no matter what they 
think of unlucky Friday. 

The loss of merchant and other ships by 
wreck upon lee shores, coasts and disas- 
ters in the open sea was estimated at 
Lloyd’a in 1800 to be about an average of 
865 ships a year, or one a day. The average 
has increased since. 

In 1830 it appeared by Lioyd’s lists that 
677 British vessela were totally lost under 
various circumstances in that year. In 
summarizing by the month the world’s re- 
markable wrecks from 164 to 1882 May is 
one of the 12 divisions showing the cleanest 
records, while November, January, De- 
cember, February and October all get some 
very black marks. 

November, however, takes highest rank 
in the eyes of the fates who are unkind 
to mariners. November and the other win- 
ter months have long black nights that are 
propitious for the workings of thé evil 
genius who plans shipwrecks, with accom- 
panying loss of life. ~ 

In the period named remarkable wrecks 
credited to November were &, to January 
64, to December 48, to February 42, to Oc- 
tober 40, to August 89, to September 34, to 
April 8, to March 28, to May 2, to July 
®@ and to June il. 

Even when you examine the record of 
marine disasters for 1898 you find Novem- 
ber still taking the lead, with 31 wrecks 
to its credit. October had 28, February 22, 
December 20, Geptember 18, January 14, 
March 18, May 13, April 12, July 14 June 9 
end August 7.

Since the introduction of the 
e@bout 1825, historic records prove 
the matter of steam car accidents 
carries the palm for misfortune, 

Only the memorable accidents, attended 
with great loss of life, are taken inte ace- 
count. 

Here, again, unlucky May is all but 
cleared of stigma. 

There were 2 acoldents in Auguct, 21 in 
June, 18 in October, 17 in December, 16 in 
September, 13 in January, 11 in July, 10 in 
May, 8 in February, 6 in November, 4 in 
April and 3 in March. 

October claims the highest percentage of 
the world’s fatal inundations. April, on the 
other hand, which people naturally expect 
to be a soaking month, is hardly second in 
the scale. Take Haydn's Dictionary of 
Dates and classify the great inundations 
from 1400 to 1882 and you will discover that 
they are allotted to the different months 
@bout as follows: 

Eight in October, 6 in January, 6 in Bep- 
tember, 6 each in March, April and June 4 
in December, 4 in May, 8 in February, 3 
in November, 2 in July and 1 in August, 

By way of sustaining the reputation of 
the ill-starred May, however, it is recalled 
that the destructive Johnstown flood oc- 
curred in May, 1889. 

July heads the list as the greatest pro- 
ducer of big earthquakes. Looking over the 
record, covering the period from the year 
1186 to 1881, you find that the earth ed 
its jaws and swallowed cities, to and 
people 16 times in July. 13 t 
February and March, u 
tember and 


August and only 6 times in January. 

As regards the percentage of mining dls- 
asters in each month some genius has fig- 
ured it out that April gets 123 per cent, Jan- 
uary and March each 10 per cent, June, No- 
vember and December each 9 per cent, Feb- 
ruary, August and October each 8 per cent, 
Beptember 7 per cent, May 6 per cent and 
July 4 per cent 

What season is most propitious for Gres 
which consume millions in property, de- 
stroy thousandsof lives annually? Here, it 
must be edmitted, May makes an unfortu- 
nate showing. Classifying the most destruc- 
tive fires in North America from 1776 to 
1882, it is seen that there were 9 in May, 8 
each in February and December, 7 each in 
January, April, July, September and Octo- 
ber, 6 in June, 6 In August and 4 each in 
March and November. 

The execution of remarkable eriminals 
in Engtand, from the time of Guy Fawkes 
and the gunpowder plot conspirators, wno 
were executed in May, 166, to 1881, when 
reduced to tabulation by months, shows 
April to be the most prol fic In the sinister 
business of disposing of the wretches who 
offend against society. 

May is the worst month for assassine- 
tions. However, most of the notable kill- 
ings of this kind took place dGuring oiher 
months. 

For example: Lincoln was assassinated 
in Apri] and Garfield in July. President 
Carnot of France was assassinated in June; 
Emperors Paul and Alexander Il. of Russia 
were both murdered in March; Stambuloff, 
Prime Minister of Bulgaria was assas- 
einated in July, Prime Minister Canovas cf

could condemn him without first condemme 
ing themselves ard al] of their country~ 
men. Arredondo preserved the dignity of 
Uruguay, and now it !s your duty to acquit 
him, that it may be a lesson and warning 
to others who are enamored of greed as 
was Borda.” 

At the conclusion of this speech there was 
prolonged applause, in which several mem 
bers of the jury participated. 

The judges, although tn apparent tactis 
sympathy with the cause of the prisoner be- 
fore them, proposed to adjourn the trial, 
but the loud protestation of spectators and 
jury caused them to permit the farce te 
proceed. 


Arredondo, fn his own behalf, read 6 
cleverly prepared speech in which he @ep- 
pealed to the political situation of the coun- 
try at the time of the assassination of 
President Borda as justifiable of his act, 
dwelling upon the fact that he was not 
actuated by selfish motives,-but had risked 
his own life to save the life and honor of 
his country. He had killed President Borda. 
He was glad of it, that it was his good for- 
tune to serve his people, and he had con- 
soiation in the fact that his countrymen 
honored him for it. 

Amid the wildest confusion hnd applause 
the judges ordered the jury to retire for 
thelr deliberation. More than one-half of 
the jury rose in thelr seats in protest of ad- 
journment, saying that they had arrived at 
an agreement. The judges, notwithstand- 
ing, ordered them to retire, and in eighteen 
minutes afterward they reappeared with 
their verdict of acquittal. 


There was an outburst of applause as the 
jury delivered their remarkable verdict, 
that was echoed by the people who had 
gathered on the outside of the courtroom, 
and as Arredondo left the courtroom he was 
completely hidden in flowers, the gathering 
loudly proclaiming vivas for him, and the 
pol.ce being powerless to silence or dis- 
perse the crowd. 


President Cuestas is non-committal on 
the case. Three judges who refused te 
sign the verdict have saved themselves in 
the eyes of the public, but with President 
Cuestas it is different. Because of their 
non-concurrence in the verdict, Arredondo 
may, at any future time, be brought to triaj 
on the same charge, provided there can be 
found a trio of judges who possess moral 


courage enough to try the case and impanel 
a jury. 


. 

“If Gen. Boca is looking for trouble he’ll 
find the woods full of it,” is a remark ao- 
credited to President Cuestas, and, despite 
the fact that Im a very short time the 
President of Argentina will become the 
guest of the President of Uruguay, the 
latter is in no manner pleased with the as- 
pect of the political horizon of the repub- 
lics of Bouth America. 

The atiention of the leaders in political 
secrets In South America is centered in 
the forthcoming meeting of the “A. B. C. 
Presidents,” as the chief executives of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Chili are now called, 
which is scheduled to convene at Rilo de 
Janelpo the latter part of August. Gen. 
Roca, .Pregident of Argentina, appears as 
the central figure and mouthplece of the 
trio, and it is his life's ambition to form 
an offensive and defensive alliance with 
Chill and Brazil against foreign interven- 
tion in South American affaires. Ever since 
Admiral Dewey sent the Spanish fleet at 
Cavite to “Davy Jones’ locker,”’ Gen. Roca 
and the President of Chili have had their 
heads under the same political canopy, 
and, although they have failed to jure 
President Cuesias into their fold, they 
have put out sufficient bait to catch Brae 
zil’s chief magistrate, who will become 
their host and sponsor their secret confer- 
ences. 


President Cuestas has pronounced the 
meeting and its purport as suicidal, but 
Gen. Roca, who has just spent the last 
farthing of an appropriation of $93,000,000 
in defensive measures, with nothing but 
one small second-rate cruiser and a torpede 
boat as receipts for the expenditure, scoffs 
the idea, and, while his words are not the 
same as those of Farragut at the battle 
of Mobile Bay, he says, in effect: “Dama 
the results; let's go ahead.” 

At Buenos Ayres Gen. Roca Is personally 
supervising the Otting out and rejuvenation 
of the Argentina squadron that will escort 
him to the metropolis of Brazil, consisting 
of a battleship, a cruiser, a transport, and 
@ fast torpedo boat. His persona! military 
staff of 28 officers and five orderilies have

President Cuestas, as a sociable neighbor, 
will entertain Gen. Roca just & hours is 
Montevideo at no greater expense to the 
nation than the wear and tear of uniforms 
and accouterments of the army, which will 
be paraded in his honor.

HICAGO has ai breker-preacher, 
( Duke M. Farson. He buys and sells 
bonds, “Buy cheap and gell dear,” 
is his motto, as it is of every other dealer. 
He makes money “hand over fist,”’ the pre- 
siding elders say, with maybe a shade of 
envy in their voices, a trifie of human 
hankering for the cash which ordinarily a 
presid'ng elder has not. 

On Sundays Mr. Fareon preaches out on 
the West Side tn a church which he has 
built himself in order that he may expound 
the gospel without let or hindrance In the 
way that he thinks Christianity ought to 
be preached. 

Last week Mr. Farson bought a camp- 
meeting ground at Ottawa, Ill., and pro- 
poses to carry on an annual meeting which 
will put to shame the scant spiritual re- 
turns from the Lake Bluff assembly. 


Mr. Farson is a Methodist, and his Metro- 
politan church out on West Huron and Ada 
streets is a Methodist institution. But it ts 
Methodism as the Rev. Duke M. Farso.i 
construes its mission in the very last days 
of the nineteenth century. He has ideas 
of the church militant and the church spir- 
itual, and he does not begrudge either his 
time or his money to forward them. The 
Metropolitan is not the first church which 
the broker-preacher has built and paid for 
out of his own pocket. Fors some time after 
he was admitted to the Rock River con- 
ference as a minister he conducted serv!l- 
ces in a tent on Sundays, with prayer meet- 
ings, class meetings, revivals, and other 
week-day adjuncts to church work. His 
people were devoted to him. 


“Here's a business man whose time is 
worth money,’ they argued; ‘‘more money 
in a week than the average man's in a 
year, and Yet he's giving two-thirds of his 
time in preaching to laboring people."’ 

In a little while Mr. Farson put up the 
Hamlin Avenue Methodist Church. It was 
not a cheap, slip-shod affair, but a house of 
solid architectural proportions, bullt as a 
permanent addition to the property of the 
conference. After everything was in run- 
ning order he turned the church over to the 
Mock River Conference for regular minis- 
terial supply. In bullding the church and 
converting a congregation Mr, Farson prac- 
tically created a business. He established a 
headquarters and a sa.ary for some min- 
ister. Heo had a theory that his relig.ous 
mission is to build up the church in the 
neglected or least promising districts. He 
erects churches for people who won't do it 
for themeelves. His second field is that 
of the Metropolitan Methodist Church, of 
which he is now the pastor. Mr. Farson 
completed the house last spring, after hold- 
ing services for some months in a hall in 
the neighborhood. It is a big brick house, 
furn.shed with an elaborate system of elec- 
tric lights. 

On Bunday meetings go on all day, be- 
ginning at 9 o'clock in the morning aid 
ending about 10 at night. Mr. Farson 
preaches at 9:30. He carries into his pulpit 
the same sanity and sense of proportion 
which has made him respected in business 
circlet. He preaches the sort of sermon he 
thinks his congregation needs. He does not 
warn them against frivolities of fashion or 
@ mad rush for wealth. Most of them are 
fore.gners, poor laboring men, who try to 
do right according to their iighis. Mr. 
arson takes it for granted that they are 
not living in enervating luxury, and he di- 
rects his plain and simpie talk to very prac- 
tonal affairs. He talks about “conversion”’ 
and “change of heart’’ with a capital let- 
ter. He boiieves in them as John Wesiey 
and Bishop Bascom believed in them. ‘To 
Mr. Fareson the “Holy Ghost” ie as real as 
a bond issue. Sinners are sinners, and he 
says #0 Without mincing matters. Occa- 
s.onally he takes a few turns at what he 
believes to be the incompetency or the 
lag.nees of brother ministers. He has been 
known to remark that the board of e.ders 
might superintend an old ladies’ home very 
well, but that they don't know how to 
dulld up a church in these days of heresy 
trials. 

Mr. Farson’s interest in his congregation 
takes a very practical tugn, also. When 
they get out of work he helps them to find 
jobs. When they are hungry his hand goes 
down into his pocket and fishes up some 
sliver. Despite his independent onslaughts 
occasionally on the “tyranny” of the Meth- 
odist church and the slow conservatism 
of the elders, Mr. Farson is regarded bhigh- 
ly by the Bishops and conference leaders 
generally. Among business men he stands 
high. 

“Duke M. Farson is Al,"" remarked a 
prominent stock broker. “He may have 
queer notions about preaching, don't take 
much stock in ‘em for my part. but his 
head is mighty clear and his judgment 
Straight as an arrow in money matters.”’ 

Mr. Farson is entirely a self-made man 
ae far as fortune goes.

fentleman of earnest manner. He severed 
his connection with his brother's firm in 
order to devote more time to church work. 

“You see, John,” he explained, “if I run 
a business of my own I'll feel free to leave 
it with the clerks two-thirds of the time. I 
haven't time to be making money every day 
in the week.”’ 


“Well, brother,” rejoined John Farson, | 


mildly, “‘you can better afford to hire a half 
dozen men to preach who have all the time 
there is for it. Money-making will never 
crowd them a bit.”’ 

The younger brother had his ideas, 
though, and so he drew off and began his 
career of church work. Nevertheless, he 
makes money. It’s his nature to attract 
good things in the bus'!ness line. He writes 
his sermons in the evenings. At his office 
he gets through a large amount of work 
in a short itme. In his ideas of religion he 
differs considerably fsom his brother, John 
Farson, who is a pillar in the Oak Park 
Methodist Church. Duke Farson believes 
literally, in going into the highways and by- 
ways to gather in the halt, the lame, and 
the blind. John Farson declares that a 
great many of his brother’s converts are 
‘not worth so very much” after they are 
converted. 

Mr. Farson's late*t move is the purchase 
of 100 acres of ground at Ottawa, IIl., to be 
used as an annual campmeeting ground. 
He has bought it and paid $10,000 for it and 
will run the camp meeting to suit Duke M. 
Farson. Nobody else will be in authority, 
although in a genesal way the camp meet- 


jng will be Method 'stic. 
“Religion has not lost its grip on human- 


ity,” says Mr. Farson; ‘the Methodist 
Church is simply not making close enough 
connection with God.”’ 

Mr. Farson is now in Ottawa arranging 
to build a hotel, pavilion, etc., on the camp 
ground, which is located on the top of Buf- 
falo Rock, two miles from*“town. It Is 
eighty-four miles from Chicago and can 


be reached from Ottawa, Ill, by street 
cars. The camp meeting will begin in Au- 
gust of next year. 

“We shall have some conversions, too,”’ 
said Mr. Farson.

EV. BE. T. COYLE .of Andover, Ashta- 
R bula County, Ohlo, Is ap ojl specu- 
lator and the pastor of a church. 
He returns to his congregation each year 
his entire salary and donates a slice of 

his private income ‘besides. 

He has great personal magnetism. Under 
his pastoral charge the average attend- 
ance at the evening services in the Andover 
Congregational Church has increased from 
some 2 to an audience ranging from 300 
to 400. From one of the weak churches 
of the southern part of this county, it has 
grown to be the strongest and ranks well 
with the churches in the two business cen- 
ters of the county, which lay cla'm to the 
name city. The prayer meetings on many 
occasions have been so largely attended 
that it was found necessary to place chairs 
in the aisles to accommodate the crowd. 
The average service is attended by a num- 
ber which represents one-third of the popu- 
lation of Andover, men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Coyle’s methods of church work are 
so different from the methods of all other 
pastors as to be worthy of especial notes. 
He is a man who could command a good 
salary in a city church, but he prefers the 
rural town to the crowded city, and there- 
fore came to this church which could only 
afford to pay $700 per anrum. He believed 
in the principle that the laborer is worthy 
of his hire; and does not detract from that 
principle by refusing to receive his salary. 


He draws his salary, but spends it back 
upon the church and congregation. The 
manner in which he spends his money is 
also unusual, For instance, last winter 
there was a special service in a church 
several miles distant from Andover. which 

Mr. Coyle was desirous hat the members of 
his chyrch and Sabbath-schoo] should at- 
tend. He engaged the necessary number of 
sleds from the livery stables to carry the 
entire party and footed all the bills. Spe- 
| Cilal services at Andover have on several 
occasions brought large numbers from out- 
lying districts. At meal time Mr. Coyle 
would dine all such guests at the hotels at 
his own expense. Last winter he took his 
Sabbath-school class of some 40 members 
for a day's outing to Jefferson. the county 
Seat of Ashtabula County, some 15 mile 
distant from Andover. He paid the railroa 
fare for all the children, and instead of 
their carrying their dinners in baskets they 
dined at his expense at the best hotels. 
Delegates from his church recently attend- 
ed the Grand River Qonference of Congre- 
gational Churches, held at Conneaut. On 
their arrival at the Conneaut depot he en- 
| gaged a fine carriage to take these dele- 
gates to and from the church in which 
the conference was held, while delegates 
from the majority of the churches in the 
district walked. 

To encourage study of the Bible more 
thoroughly Mr. Coyle offered a $10 Oxfard 
Bible to all members of his class who 
would on a certain date pass required ex- 
amination, relative to Bible truths. At the 
appointed time a dozen pupils passed mus- 
ter. The Bibles failing to arrve he grave 
each pupil $10 to keep until the books ehould 
come, Now, even some Suiday-schvol 
scholars might have preferred the $10 to 
the Bibles, believing that a less expensive 
book would do as well. But these scholars 
did not and on the arrival of the Bib.es a 
few days later, all returned the money und 
received the handsomely bound books. At 
Christmas time Rey. Mr. Coyle takes par- 
ticular delight in mak.ng every one happy 
with ueeful and valuable presents. bBe- 
sides these methods of spending his money 
among the members of his congregation, he 
spends considerable On improving the 
church property and. helping the many 
a objects which appeal to him for 

He is not closely allied to any denomina- 
tion and often gives liberally to other de- 
nominations than the one with which he is 
engaged a8 pastor. An example of this 
fact was witnessed at Andover since bis 
pastorate there. The Methodist cooxre®a- 
tion built a new parsonage for their pas- 
tor, Mr. Coyle gave $0 toward the fund 
without even being asked to do so. 

Mr. Coyle is really a very wealthy 
man. Several years ago he became iIh- 
terested in off speculations in West Vir- 
ginia which brought him iarge returns. 
His business interests are very large and 
require a portion of his time, even at 
present, to louk after them. His ready cash 
capital is also large, as .» shown by a 
ttle incident which happened not long ago 
)at Andover. He stepped into a printing 
office to pay for some work which had 
just been completed for him. He offered 
the proprietor a $5 bill to change, but the 
proprietor being unable to make the de- 

change asked him for money of some 


? 
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other denomination. Mr. Coyle reaching 
into his pocket drew out a $1000 bill and 
asked the publisher if he could change 
that? A day or so later this incident was 
mentioned to a banker. The banker, so 
the story goes, doubted if Mr. Coyle nad 
$1000, and wae willing to pay a dollar so see 
the bill, whereupon a committee waited 
upon the reverend gentleman and asked for 
the loan of the large amount. The com- 
mittee was readily allowed to take the Pill 
to the banker, who, it is said, was «9n- 
vinced and paid the dollar to the committee. 
This incident much amused Mr. Coyle, who 
when the bill was returned to him stated 
that he would send over 65 more biils of 
the same denomination if the banker was 
willing to pay 10 cents aplece to see them. 
Again the committee waited upon the 
banker, but he refused to enter into the 
bargain, 

Mr. Coyle may be progressive, but he is 
nevertheless orthodox in his belief and 
frowns upon all attempts to throw away 
portions of the Bible. He believes the Bi- 
ble from cover to cover and teaches no 
new doctrines in his pulpit. His large au- 
d'ences are therefore in no way the resul 
of sensational preaching or a ridicule of 
orthodoxy. 


Mr. Coyle’s method of conducting mid- 
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week services ig to ask all who attend to 
take some part. The response from the 
large audiences is always hearty and the 
meetings interesting and enthusiastic. The 
pasior of this church aleo believes good 
music to be essential. Each Sunday morn- 
ing a cholr composed of middle-aged peo- 
ple is seated in front of the pipe organ 
and in the evening a chorus of more than 
30 young peop.e’s voices discourses music 
from the same platform. At the last meet- 
ing of the Grand River Conference of Con- 
gregational Churches the report of the 
Andover Church made the most satisfac- 
tory showing of any church there repre- 
sented. 


Mr. Coyle has not always been a member 
of one denomination. He goes where his 
services seem to him to be the most needed 
and he delights in building up churches 
which are weak. During the present year 
he has been ordained into the Congrega- 
tional ministry. 


Soon after he came to Andover his two 
brothers also located there. They are also 
talented young men and pleasant to meet. 
One is James G. Coyle, an attorney; the 
other, George B. Coy‘e, a preacher. All 
three brothers are said to be wealthy, but 
none so Well off as the pastor of the An- 
dover Church,

NSTANCES are rare wherein the pastor 
of a flock owns the church edifice, ac- 
cepts no salary from the congregation, 
performs the duties of a sextcn, furnishes 
light and heat and makes the necessary 
repairs. Under these novel cond'tions Rev. 
A. W. Hobson of this city ministers with 
success to a large number of zealdus fol- 
lowers. In the common parlance of the 
Rey. Hob- 
son is a regularly ordained preacher, at 
one time or another having been connected 
with the Methodist denomination and with 
the United Brethren in Christ. But at 
this time he professes allegiance to no 
particular sect. He prefers to be free, to 
follow the dictates of a new dispensation, 
which he declares may ere long be given 


to the world. Rev. Hobson is in many re- 


spects a remarkable man, but his apparent 
eccentricities do not carry him so far 48 
to cause his neighbors to set him down as 
a crank. He enjoys the respect of the 
whole community and bas the reputation 
of being a sincere man, an original thinker, 
a fearless speaker and a worker of great 
energy. His appearance in the pulpit clad 
in a red robe has caused a great deal of 
comment, both favorable and unfavorable. 
On this point Rev. Hobson recently said:

To his 
surprise Phillips Brooks at once answered 
the letter and urged the actor to consider 
well what part he was to play in the 
world’s great drama and to be certain he 
was playing a worthy role.

Three St. Louis Clergymen Interested in an Alliance 
That They Hope Will Bring the Foot.ight 
Favorites to the Altar. 


At Syracuse, where the company next 
played, it happened that in the same board- 
ing house where actor stopped was a 
nephew of the Bishop of the local diocese. 
The conversation happened to turn upon 
the illiberulity of the pulpit toward the 
stage and the Indifference of the stage to 
what the pulpit felt or said, when the 
nephew of the Bishop said: ‘‘Well, I think 
each side needs the help of the other, and 
I'm not sure that they are not both on 
the edge of realizing that.” 

From this, step by step, the conversation 
turned to the Phillips Brooks experience 
and an invitation to call upon the Syracuse 
churchman was extended. The actor ex- 
piained how often an actor or an actress 
is left stranded in a d.stant city or town, 
or falls ill while on the road and is left be- 
hind, alone and uncomforted; how much 
they feel the need of human sympathy and 
how sometimes spiritual ministrations are 
yearned for and cannot be had. 

The good bishop said it was a pity the 
two professions did not stand together in- 
stead of at odds, for the emotional in man 
is closely attended by the histrionic. From 
time immemorial the church had affected 
picturesque trappings and hangings in or- 
der to impress the hearer, and the preacher 
with dramatic force always proved morg 
effective than the merely devout man. The 
stage could and did convey strong moral 
lessons, and it was one of its tenets that 
truth and virtue should at length prevail. 

This second experience with the clergy 
was too much for the actor; he threw aside 
the sock and buskin for the cassock and 
stole, entered the local divinity schoo! in 
Syracuse, graduated and was ordained. 
After being an actor for 14 years he has 
been a worker in the fleld of religion for 
the last five years. It was this man, Rev. 
Walter E. Bentley, who conceived the idea 
of the Actors’ Churelf Alliance. Last week 
at his home in New York City he outlined 
the plans of this organization and modestly 
told how it had come about. 

To-day the Actors’ Church Alliance has 
an active membersh-p of about 18, about 
equally divided between the stage and the 
pulpit, not to mention chaplains in more 
than a dozen cities of the United States and 
Canada. These chaplains have agreed to 
attend the members of Actors’ Church 
Alliance who may be in ther respective 
towns and to extend a hearty and esp-cial 
welcome to ail members of the profession 
tg attend services in their churches, 
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At the same time an ever-increasing num- 
ber of managers have agreed to put up a 
bulletin board in their theaters stating 
which ciergymen in town belongs to the 
Actors’ Church Alliance, where their 
churches are, their private addresses and 
when religious and social services are he!d, 
to wh.ch actors and actresses are cordially 
invited. - 

To ministers of every faith all over this 
continent a letter has been addressed read- 
ing, in part, as follows: 

The time has arrived for the church to 
help its offspring, the theater: redeem its 
mission as one of the greatest ethical forces 
in society, potent to humanize even 
while seeming but to amuse, and con- 
tributing so vitally for weal or for woe to 
the character and destiny of the nation. 
Man is an bistrionic, as well as a relig- 
fous animal, and the devotional and the dra- 
matic elements in bis make-up are, at bot- 
tom, very closely allied, and together con- 
stitute the ineradicable ‘‘image’’ in which 
he was made. Should not the kingdom of 
God be widened until) she ministers not 
merely to the devotional and physical in 
man, but also the esthetical, and so take 
in bis whole being? Should not the church 
and the stage, therefore, be brought into 
closer relations and the chasm—caused by 
centuries of antipathy and neglect on one 
side, and misunderstanding and indifference 
om the other—be bridged? 

The promoters of this alliance believe that 
ft should, and so appeal to willing and 
sympathetic clergymen of all denominations 
to “‘come over and help us." When we of

@ohn Brinkman, alias Herman Steiner, 
alias Herman Bauman, now serving a term

Pepper's penitentiary terms have 
/« tor There is 
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for any other offense. There does not seem 
to have been a time since he began his 
criminal career after the close of the war 
that he has not been either stealing horses, 
planning to steal horses or serving time for 
stealing horses. 

Pepper's statement that he was born in 
Kentucky seems to be true, which is more 
than can be sald of a good many of his 
statements. The authorities who have had 
extensive dealings with him have at least 
always been under the impression that he 
was born in the State of fine horses. His 
family emigrated to Missouri before the 
war. The old man says he came by his 
titte of Captain honeat.y. He claims to have 
been a captain in the Confederate Army. 
A great many years ago the Pepper fam.ly 
removed to Calhoun County, Ill., and the 
Captain has regarded that as his home ever 
since, although he might with more pro- 
priety claim Joliet, Chester or Jefferson 
City. 

The relatives of the Captain are sald to 
live fully up to the peaceable and honorable 
customs of that quaint county. Only Wil- 
liam seems to have gone wrong. He is 
the last survivor of the family which emi- 
grated from Kentucky to Missourl. His 
brother died about a yearago. He still has 
two nieces living In the northern part of 
the county. It was at the home of one of 
these that he was captured after he had 
stolen his last horse. 

Before he was captured he took a forced 
journey on horseback, which few younger 
men could take who were not accustomed 
to horseback riding. In two days and one 
night he rode 13 miles, from the Ridge 
Prairie community in St. Clair County to 
the northern part of Calhoun County. 

Monday, Aug. 23, the old man came to 
the farmhouse of Anthony Reno in Ridge 
Prairie, seven miles north of Belleville. He 
said he was an apple buyer. He “dickered”’ 
with Mr. Reno fer his crop. They could 
not at first agree on the terms. Pepper 
asked for a piece of paper on which to do 
some figuring. Mrs. Reno brought him «a 
plece of paper. An agreement was reached. 
Pepper esked if he might stay for the 
Pees Be mate pelneme. The next 
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morning the captain was gone. So was 
one of Mr. Reno’s best horses and a saddle 
and bridle. In the stable was found the 
piece of paper on which he had figured. 
The theft was reported to Sheriff Hermann 
Barnickol at Belleville. 

The next day some farmers iiving near 
French Village went to Belleville and re- 
ported that they had seen a suspicious- 
looking man going toward Caseyville on a 
horse. From their description Mr. Bar- 
nickol concluded that it was Pepper. He 
hunted up a picture of the old man and 
showed it to them. They said it was the 
original of the picture they had seen. As 
they were members of the Caseyviile 
Horse-Thief Detective Association Mr. Bar- 
nickol advised them to capture him if they 
could. 


They returned home and mounted thelr 
best horses and went in pursuit. At Alton 
they found that Pepper had traded the 
horse to D. C. Daly for another horse and 
$20 and had pushed ahead. As this was in 
in another county the chase was turned 
over to Marshal Lowe. Accompanied by 
a liveryman named Cresswell, Lowe fol- 
lowed Pepper's trail across Madison and 
Jersey counties to the Illinois River, and 
across the river into Calhoun County. Pep- 
per had reached the home of his niece 
north of Kampsville Wednesday evening. 
Friday evening Marshal Lowe came upon 
him as he was eating supper in his niece's 
house and arrested him. The marshal took 
him back to Alton and sent word to Sher- 
iff Barnickol, who went up and got him. 

On the way back Sheriff Barnickol told 
Pepper about having taken Herman Walk- 
enforth to the Penitentiary a few months 
ego. Pepper was interested. 

“For stealing horses, I suppose,” he said, 

“No, for robbing smokehouses,"’ said Mr. 
Barnickol. 

“What!” eald Pepper, dolefully; 
Walkenforth come duwn so low as tha 

When State’s Attorney Martin D. Baker 
looked over Pepper's record he concluded 
that the habitual crimina! act was meant to 
apply to such as he. When the grandjury 
met last Monday at Belleville the first thing 
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Mr. Baker did was to bring the case of Pep- 
per before it. 

Mr. Baker was taking Pepper to the 
grandjury rowm, when he asked suddenly: 
“Pepper, how many terms have you 
served?’’ 

“Three,” answered Pepper. 
“What,” said Mr Baker, 
serving four terms.”

‘“‘Now, please don't ask me,”’ said Pepper, 
with an alr of genuine bashfulness. 

He told the grandjuross that he took the 
horse and they promptly indicted him. That 
afternoon he was brought into court. He 
affected to be so feeble that Turnkey Wat- 
tawa had to support him. 

After he had pleaded «ulilty, he said, “I 
am getting very old, judge. I don’t fee) 
like I will live long. I hope you wil] be 
lenient with me and after @ reasonable 
time help to get me released. 


Judge Hartzell said he could make no 
promises. After he was sentenced the 
Captain's feebleness in great measure 
subsided. He became quite spry and needed 
no assistance tn climbing the jail steps. 

Just before Sheriff Barnickol left with 
him for Chester, he was seen in the jail by 
a reporter of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

“TI cannot tell why I have stole horses,” 
he said. “I just couldn't help it. A man’s 
life is laid down to him and he must live 
it. I have lived the life lad down to me. 
I am & years old. How many tmes have 
I served? Four. That's honest. It ts not 
true that the first horse I stole belonged to 
the Grant family. I did not know the Grant 
family. I don’t remember the first horse 
I stole. That's honest. Anyhow, I don't 
like to talk about that. Please don’t ask 
me. 

“The only reason I took that last horse 
was because I was away from home, foot- 
weary, and wanted to get home.

The Idler, owned by Lafayette Lamb of 
Clinton, Io., and the Time and ‘Tide, the 
property of.C..H. Deere of Moline, IIll., are 
two beautiful examples of what a houseboat 
may be. The former has frequently con- 
veyed Mr. Lamb's son and daughter, Chaun- 
cey R. Lamb and Mrs. Eugene Carpenter 
of Minneapolis, and their friends up and 
down the river. It is propelled by the 
Wanderer, the two bouts coming together 
as 8nugly as two vestibuled sleepers. The 
Idler lives up to its name and has no mo- 
tive power at all. The boats were bulit at 
a cost of about $20,000, 


The Idler has a spacious saloon, a hall- 
way from which leads six large and two 
small staterooms and a dining room. in 
the other end of the boat are che attend- 


ants’ rooms, kitchen and engineer’s quar- 
ters. The salon is furnished with oriental 
rugs, luxurious divans, easy chairs and a 
grand piano. The staterooms contradict the 
ordinary interpretation of that word, and 


are furnished much as a bedroom, with 
ample room for stationary washstands, 
clothes press and dressing Cases. in the 
dining room 1s a mahogany table with 
chairs to match, and in each corner Is a tri- 
angular china closet with plate glass doors. 
The service is of Haviland china, and each 
piece bears the name of the boat. The 
kitchen and laundry are fully equipped, and 
there are two bathrooms. Four servants 
are required to care for the boat, and the 


corps includes an engineer, a helper, @ cook 


and a man. \ 
Above is a promenade deck, with {ts ham- 


mocks and swinging seats surrounded by @ 
metallic rail. Four rowboats hang on the 
deck so arranged that a woman may raise 


or lower them with ease. | The entire boat 


is provided with an electric light plant and 
an improved sewerage system. 

The Time and Tide Is propelled by the 
Mascot and is built on much the same lines 
as the Idler. There is a salon, dining room, 
kitchen, pantry, two bathrooms and state- 
rooms for the accommodation of eignt 
guests below and above is the spacious hur- 
ricane deck. The boat is lighted with acety- 
lene gas and is as near perfect as Mr. 
Deere and the builder could make it.

A HOUSEBOAT COMING 
DOWN THE MISSOURI

APT. AUGUST E. FOLGER, Known 
the country over as “Whale Oil 

Gus,” arrived in Jefferson City 
Sunday night on his houseboat, the May 
Be.]. Accompanying him is his companion, 
“Little Monday,” a youth of 2 years, who 
has long outgrown the sobriduet given him 
years ago when he first attached himself 
to the adventurous whale-hunting cap- 
tain. 

The May Bell, in which Gus and his com- 
panion are leisurely wend:ng their way 
down the Missouri, was built two months 
ago in Kansas City for the sole purpose 
of traversing the Big Muddy and the Mis- 
sissippi from the metropolis of the Kaw 
to the Crescent City. New Orleans will 
be reached in due time, but the two navi- 
gators are in no hurry to reach the Gulf. 

The towns along the route will be visited, 
and much enjoyment is in store for out- 
siders; for wherever he goes “Whale Oil 
Gus’ regales the denizens with tales of 
adventure that smack of the salt air and 
the place of their enactment. Many of 
them rival in thrilling interest the most 
axc.ti g legerd foundin “A abian Nigh¢ts,” 
and Sinbad himself had no more hair- 
breadth escapes and adventures than have 
come to the lot of Capt. Folger. One would

with credentials from the most reliable 
sources. He has in his possession copies of 
the leading newspapers of the country 
which have given columns to relating the 
incidents of his eventful life. He also has 
letters from prominent men who vouch for 
him. Some of these are from points be- 
tween here and Kansas City, where the in- 
trepid Whale hunter has lectured. All tes- 
tify to the interesting character of his 
lectures. No admission fee is charged. 
“Whale Oil Gus” comes by his predi- 
lection for a sea-faring life and his love 
for the exciting adventures of whale hunt- 
ing honestly. He was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., the son of Capt. Henry B. Folger, 


a whaler of 2 years’ experience. His 
grandfather, Capt. Alex C. Swayne, fol- 
lowed the life-of a whaler for 44 years, 


and sailed both Arctic and Antarctic seas 
in search of the monstrous mammals. 

Capt. Folger is a nephew of Charles J. 
Folger, Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Arthur. He made his first voyage 
on board the whaling vessel Mount Wallas- 
ton, and sailed for the Antarctic seas in 
search of the sperm oi] of commerce. 
Righty days from home the vessel made 
the Island of Juan Fernandez, off the coast 
of Peru, the home of Robinson Crusove. 
Here the cook of the party deserted and 
the youthful whaler was pressed into ser- 
vice as cook. 

Gus talks interestingly of this island. 
In it are nine large caves. One of tirem, 
the central cave, is supposed to have been 
the home of Alexander Selkirk, known to 
fiction a8 Robinson Crusoe, and his man 
Friday. The natives of this island venerate 
and highly respect the memory of Robin- 
son Crusoe. The skeleton of his dog, named 
by the inhabitants “Yelmer,” is still pre- 
served in the central cave. Whenever a 
bone has broken from the skeleton it is 
wired back in its proper place, and the 
skeleton has thus been kept intact. A 
native is elected to take care of the skele- 
ton and look after the cave home of 
Crusoe in much the same manner that the 
Mayor of a town Is chosen.

Then like a flash of lightning it 
spread before my mind. It was terrible 
to think of such a charge, which was the 
result of my folly, as ‘“‘a still tongue turneth 
away wrath,” or perhaps a strong re- 
minder to “‘think twice before you speak.” 
Yet God knows I never intended to carry 
out my threat and I only uttered it to 
frighten Withers out of my affairs. 

This threat Was the worst action of ' 
which I was gu!lty, yet for it I was made to 
serve nearly two years in fail! 

At.my first tr‘al concerning the girl I 
was acquitted. At my second trial the case 
was nolle prosequied by the Prosecuting 
Attorney. But three other indictments 
were brought aga nst me. They were laid 
over until the fol'owing term. 

In the meantime the girl went before a 
notary public and made affidavit that she 
had accused me falsely and that she had 
sworn to lies against me. Then she sent 
for me. When I met her she to:d me 
what she had done and asked my forgive- 
nese, which I granted. I told her I never 
blamed her half as much as others in Pied- 
mont. 


Mr. Withers sent me word as soon as 
he heard of the victim’s confession that he 
would wash his hands of her, as she was 
‘a regular 1 ttle liar.”’ 

I then sent Withers word that I was 
glad he had found out the truth, and I did 
not hold anything against him. And I did 
not.

If George Withers were here, I don't 
believe he would dispute the facts herein 
related. 

As for myself, there was no one more 
painfully surprised to learn of his sudden 
death in the railroad yards than was my- 
self.

Now, after all this trouble, the
